structures  incident  thereto;  for  the  work  and  materials 
necessary  to  put  the  present  works  at  all  the  pumping  sta-

played thereon  except  the  names  of  o^vners  or  tenants  of 
the  premises  to  which  such  awning  is  attached,  and  the  na- 
ture of  the  business  conducted  therein,  and  the  said  avm- 
ings  to  be  supported  by  ^\Tought  iron  stretchers  and  posts. 
Provided,  That  no  such  awnings  shall  be  erected  nor  con- 
structed without  permit  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Highways. 
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Sec.  2.  The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  is  author- 
ized, empowered  and  directed  to  grant  permits  for  the  erec- 
tion and  construction  of  the  iron  a^vnings  above  specified 
whenever  the  said  awTiings  do  not  interfere  with  the  ad- 
joining properties  nor  injure  the  properties  in  the  square 
in  which  it  is  proposed  to  place  such  awning  or  a\mings. 
Provided,  That  the  plans  and  specifications  thereof  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  for 
his  approval,  and  the  said  pemiits  shall  be  issued  in  all 
eases  when  the  plans  and  specifications  are  approved.

Sec.  3.  The  specified  strength  of  all  iron  awnings  shall 
be  in  accordance  with  plans  and  specifications  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways. 

Sec,  4.  Permits  shall  be  obtained  for  all  repairs  to  ex- 
isting iron  awnings,  and  shall  be  made^  in  accordance  with 
plans  and  specifications  to  be  approved  by  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Highways. 

Sec.  5.  All  applicants  shall  be  requii-ed  to  pay  to  the 
Receiver  of  Taxes  for  permits  provided  for  in  Section  2 
and  Section  4  before  procuring  the  same  the  sum  of  three 
(3)  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  If  any  owner  of  property  or  tenant,  contractor 
or  manufacturer  shall  authorize,  permit  or  erect  any  a^vn- 
ing  without  first  complying  with  all  the  tenxis  and  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance,  relating  to  the  plans,  specifications

altered  and  amended  by  stnking  out  after  the  words  "that 
the  City  shall  have  the  privilege"  all  of  the  remaining 
words  in  said  section,  and  inserting  the  following  words: 
"of  declaring  its  intention,  upon  six  months'  notice,  to 
purchase  all  or  any  of  the  pipes  heretofore  laid  under  the

of  erecting  and  maintaining  the  same;  said  price  to  be 
ascertained  and  payment  made  according  to  the  methods 
prescribed  by  law:  Provided,  That  all  pipes,  properties, 
appliances  and  structures  hereafter  erected  and  laid  shall 
have  been  erected  and  laid  under  the  direction  and  with 
the  approval  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  In 
case  the  City  sliould  purchase  any  of  the'  said  pipes,  prop- 
erties, appliances  and  structures  incident  thereto,  the  right 
is  hereby  reserved  by  the  City  to  charge  the  oAvners  of 
property  fronting  on  said  streets  the  usual  frontage 
charges  for  said  pipes  the  same  as  in  other  sections  of  the

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
Citij  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  be  authorized  to  construct  sewers  in  St. 
James  street,  from  Thirteenth  tO'  Camac  street;  Tilton 
street,  from  Lehigh  avenue  to  Albert  street;  Cliveden  ave- 
nue, from  Musgrave  to  Magnolia  street;  Won*ell  street, 
from  Tacony  street  to  Erankford  avenue;  Madison  street, 
from  Edgemont  to  Thompson  street;  Catharine  street,  from 
Forty-ninth  to  Fifty-first  street;  Chestnut  street,  from 
Fifty-first  to  Fifty-third  street;  Fifty-second  street,  from 
Ma]-ket  to  Chestnut  street;  Lehigh  avenue,  south  side,  from 
Thirty-second  street  to  Ridge  avenue  (sotith  side  only  to 
be  as-essed');  Thirty-third  street,  from  Sergeant  street  to 
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Leliigli  avenue;  Mole  street,  from  Reed  to  Dickinson  street; 
]\Iifflin  street,  from  Eighth  to  Ninth  street;  Baini»ridge 
street,  from  Seivientecnth  to  Eighteenth  street;  Catharine

To  deterniine  tlie  obligation  of  an  agTeemeut  dated  Novem- 
ber 10,  1847,  between  the  County  of  Philadelphia  and 
the  Philadelphia,  Wilmington  and  Baltimore  Railroad 
Company,  and  to  strike  from  the  City  plan  and  vacate 
certain  streets  and  roads. 

AVhereas,  An  agreement  dated  November  10,  1S47, 
was  made,  pursuant  to  the  authority  of  Sectiooii  7  of  an 
Act  passed  March  16,  1839  (P.  L.  105)  between  the 
County  of  Philadelphia  and  the  Philadelphia,  "Wilmington 
and  Baltimore  Railroad  Company,  whereby  the  bridge  of 
said  company  at  Gray's  FeiTy  over  the  river  Schuylkill  was 
made  free  of  toll  as  in  Act  authorized,  and  in  consideration 
of  the  sum  of  fifty-five  thousaard  (55,000)  dollars  said  coni- 
paniy  agTeed  to  iorever  maintain  said  bridge  as  may  be 
necessary  to  preserve  a  safe  passage  over  the  same  at  all 
times: 

AxD  Whereas,  The  City  of  Philadelphia  has  in  process 
of  erection  a  bridge  over  the  river  Schuylkill  near  Gray's 
FeiTy,  which  will,  in  its  judgment,  better  and  moire  safely 
accomplish  the  purpose  of  the  agTeement  aforesaid,  and  de- 
sires said  company  to  return  said  sum  of  money  to  aid  it 
in  its  bridge  erection  as  aforesaid,  which  said  company 
agrees  to  do  upon  the  vacation  of  certain  streets  and  the 
carnage  conveniently  of  said  bridge  on  the  west  side  of  the 
river  above  and  over  the  railroad  tracks  of  said  company 
and  of  the  Junction  Railroad  Company,  in  which  it  is  in- 
terested; now,  therefore, 

Section  1.  The  i^ elect  and  Cominon  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor  be  au- 
thorized, on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  enter  into  an  agreement 
with  the  Philadelphia,  Wilmington  and  Baltimore  Railroad 
Company  in  the  following  form  and  substance,  that  is  to 
say: 

Meniorandiun  of  Agreement,  made  and  entered  into  this 
day  of  ,  A.  D.  19        ,  by 

the  City  of  Philadelphia,  party  of  the  fii'st  part,  and  the 
Philadelphia,  Wilmington  and  Baltimore  Railroad  Com- 
pany, party  of  the  second  part,  witnesseth: 
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The  said  railroad  Company  covenants  and  agrees  as  fol- 
lows: That  it  will  pay  to  tlie  said  City,  party  of  the  first 
part,  the  sum  of  fifty-five^  thousand  (55,000)  dollars,  in 
considJeiration.  of  which  paynieniti  the  said  City  covenaiits 
and  agrees  as  follows: 

First.  That  it  will  and  does  hereby  release  the  said  the 
Philadelphia,  Wilmington  and  Baltimore  Railroad  Com- 
pany from  each  and  every  obligation  incnrred  by  or  im- 
posed upon  it  by  certain  articles  of  agreement  dated  No- 
vember 10,  1847,  made  pursuant  to  the  authority  of  Sec- 
tion 7  of  an  Act  passed  March  16,  1839  (P.  L.  105),  be- 
tween the  County  of  Philadelphia  and  the  Philadelphia, 
Wilmington  and  Baltimore  Railroad  Company,  with  ref- 
erence to  the  bridge  of  said  railroad  coaupany  at  G-ray's 
Ferry. 

Second.  That  it  will  vacate  the  portion  of  Gray's  Ferry 
road,  on  the  east  side  of  the  Schuylkill  river,  now  open  and 
publicly  used,  from  the  southwest  line  of  Gray's  Ferry 
avenue,  as  confirmed  July  19,  1897,  to  the  west  side  of 
the  Schuylkill  river:  strike  from  the  City  plan  and  vacate 
Old  Gray's  Feny  avenue  on  the  east  side  of  the  Schuyl- 
kill river  (as  shown  upon  City  plan  confirmed  June  4, 
1862)  from  the  southwest  line  of  Gray's  Feny  avenue  as 
confirmed  July,  19,  1897,  to  the  Schuylkill  river,  and  also 
that  part  of  Gray's  Ferry  avemie',  now  open  and  publicly 
used,  on  the  west  side  of  the  Schuylkill  river  (as  shown 
upon  City  plan  confirmed  April  18,  1887),  from  the 
Schuylkill  river  to  the  south  line  of  Gray's  Feny  avenue, 
as  confirmed  July  19,  1897;  also,  that  portion  of  the  origi- 
nal Gray's  Ferry  road  situate  between  the  west  side  of  the 
Schuylkill  river  and  the  south  line  of  Gray's  Ferry  avenue, 
as  confinned  July  19,  1897,  which  portions  of  Gray's 
Ferry  avenue  and  Gray's  Ferry  road  are  hereby  vacated, 
and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is  hereby  authorized 
to  stiTke  the  same  from  the  public  plan  and  to  adopt  and 
complete  any  additional  action  which  may  be  necessary  for 
legally  effectuating  such  vacation. 

And  the  said  railroad  company  further  covenants  and 
agi-ees  that  it  mil  pay  to  the  said  City  an  additional  sum  of 
twenty  thousand  (20,000)  dollars,  in  consideration  of  which 
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additioiual  payuient  tlie  said  City  covenants  and  agrees  that 
it  will  presently  construct  the  bridge  now  in  pa-ocess  of  erec- 
tion across  the  river  Schuylkill,  near  Gray's  Ferry,  and 
thereafter  maintain  the  same,  from  and  beyond  the  we^^tern 
shore  <>f  said  river  over  the  railroad  tracks  and  right  of  way 
of  said  Philadelphia,  AVilmington  and  Baltimore  Rail- 
road C'ompany,  and  over  and  across  the  tracks 
and  right  of  way  of  the  Junction  Railroad  Com- 
pany, in  which  latter  company  the  said  Philadel- 
phia, AVilmington  and  Baltimore  Railroad  Ooimpany  is  in- 
tea-est^d,  at  a  clear  elevatioai  above  the  tracks  of  said  rail- 
roads of  twenty  (20)  feet  between  the  rails  of  the  said  rail- 
road companies  respectively  and  the  lowest  overhanging 
part  of  said  bridge,  said  work  to  be  in  accordance  with  plan 
approved  June  21,  1897,  by  William  H.  Brown,  Chief  En- 
gineea*  of  the  Philadelphia,  Wilmington  and  Baltimore  Rail- 
road Company. 

Third.  And  the  said  Philadelphia,  Wilming-ton  and  Bal- 
timore Railroad  Company  hereby  agrees,  that  upon  the  va- 
cation of  the  portions  of  streets  and  roads,  as  hereinbefore 
described,  it  will  waive  all  claims  whatsoever  for  land  and 
other  damages  by  reason  of  the  placing  upon  the  City  plan 
and  opening  of  Gray's  Ferry  avenue,  as  confirmed  July  19, 
ISO 7,  and  also  by  reason  of  the  location  and  construction 
of  the  new  Gray's  Ferry  bridge  by  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia. 

In  witness  whereof,  the  said  City  has  caused  to  be  at- 
tached hereto  its  corpoi-ate  seal,  duly  attested  by  the  signa- 
ture o-f  the  Mayor,  and  the  said  Philadelphia,  Wilmington 
and  Baltimore  Railroad  Company  has  caused  its  corporate 
seal  to  be  attached  hereto,  duly  attested  by  its  President 
and  Secretary,  the  day  and  year  first  hereinbefore  wi-itten.

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  ]ye  and 
the  same  is  hereby  given  to  Delaplain  and  West  to  retain 
the  one-story  frame  building  and  sheds  now  erected  on 
their  lot  bounded  by  Gray's  Ferry  avenue  and  Oaiford 
street,  to  a  point  midway  to  Twenty-eighth  street.  Thirty- 
sixth  Ward,  until  such  time  as  they  are  enabled  to  replace 
the  said  structures  by  permanent  buildings  of  structural 
iron  or  other  fireproof  material,  or  upon  the  passage  of  a 
resolution  or  ordinance  of  Councils  requiring  the  removal 
of  same:  Provided,  That  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollar;^  shall 
be  first  paid  into  the  City  Treasui-y  for  the  printing  (^f  this 
ordinance.

To  provide  for  the  inspection  of  passenger  and  freight  ele- 
vators and  to  make  an  appropriation  therefor 

Section  1.    The  Select  and  Common  Councils   of   the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  from  and  afrer  the 
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passa^'e  of  this  ordiua.iioe  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Dii*ector 
of  tlie  Department  of  Public  Safety,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Mayor,  to  appoint  the  following  inspectors  and  other 
eini>loyee6  in  the  Bnrean  of  Building  Inspection,  for  the 
inspection  of  pas&enger  and  freight  elevators;  such  inspec- 
tors and  other  employees  shall  be  under  the  supervision  and 
contrc'l  of  the  Cliief  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection: 
One  (1)  supervising  inspector,  one  (1)  deputy  sitperA-isiug 
inspector,  six  (6)  district  inspectors,  two  (2)  tank  inspectors, 
tAvo  (2)  clerks,  one  (1)  messenger. 

The  inspectors  appointed  under  this  ordinance,  shall  be 
coni];>etent  elevator  mechanics,  and  all  other  employees  ap- 
pointed hei'eunder  shall  have  such  special  qualifications  as 
may  be  required  for  the  proper  inspection  of  passenger  and 
freight  elevators. 

Sect.  2.  One  of  the  said  inspectoi's  shall  be  designated 
Supen'ising  Inspector,  whose  salary  shall  be  two*  thousand 
(2,00(1)  dollars  per  annttm.  In  addition  to  the  Supervising 
Inspecitor,  there  shall  be  an  inspector  to  be  designated  the 
Deputy  Supervising  Inspector,  whose  salary  shall  be  one 
thousand  eight  hundi-ed  (1,800)  dollars  per  aimum.  Other 
inspecttt'i-s  shall  be  designated  as  District  Inspectors  and 
Tank  Inspectoi's.  Tbe  salaries  of  District  Inspectoi-s  shall 
be  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars  each  per  annum,  and  the 
salaries  of  Tiank  Inspectors  shall  be  one  thousand  two  hun- 
dred ( 1.200)  dollai"s  each  per  annum.  The  salaries  of  clerks 
appointed  under  this  ordinance  shall  be  one  thousand  (1,000) 
dollai-s  each  per  annum,  and  the  salary  of  the  messenger 
shall  be  seven  httndred  (700)  dollars  per  annum.  The  sum 
of  live  hundred  (500)  dollars  shall  be  allo^wed  for  the  equip- 
ment erf  a  horse  and  wagon,  and  the  sum  of  four  hundred 
(400)  dollars  for  the  maintenance  of  a  horse  and  wagon  to 
be  used  in  connection  with  the  work  of  elevator  inspection, 
herein  provided  for.  Thei'e  shall  also  be  allowed  for  the 
purjK^se  of  caiTying  out  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  the 
sum  erf  one  thousand  five  himdred  (1,500)  dollars,  to  be  ex- 
pended for  traveling  expenses,  railroad  fares,  blank  books, 
printing  certificates,  etc.,  and  sttch  other  necessary  expenses 
as  may  be  incurred. 

Sgect.  3.  The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspec- 
tion, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
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ment  of  Public  Safety,  shall  formulate  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  may  seem  necessary  for  the  proper  inspection  of 
passenger  and  freight  elevators,  and  such  rules  and  regula- 
tioaas,  when  sO'  formulated  and  promulgated,  shall  have  the 
same  foi'ce  and  effect  as  if  they  had  been  specifically  and 
in  detail  set  forth  and  provided  in  this  ordinance. 

The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  shall 
also  prescribe  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  seem  neces- 
sary, concerning  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  sev- 
eral inspectors  herein  provided  for,  and  the  other  em- 
ployees, who  may  be  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance',  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Director  of  the 
Depai-tment. 

Sect.  4.  Whenever  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Building 
Inspection  shall  deem  it  necessaiy  for  the!  safety  of  the 
public,  he  shall  have  the  power  to  order  the  discontinuance 
of  the  use  of  any  passenger  or  freight  elevator,  and  to  com- 
pel the  owner,  lessee'  or  agent  of  the  building,  within  which 
such  elevator  is  located,  or  any  other  person,  responsible  for 
the  running  of  the'  same,  tO'  make  such  alterations  or  repaire 
as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  safety  of  persons  using 
said  elevator,  before  the  same  is  again  put  in  use. 

The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  shall 
also  have  the  power  tO'  condemn  any  mechanical  part  or 
appliance  connected  with  any  passenger  or  freight  elevator, 
if  the  same  in  his  judgment  is  dangerous  or  unreliable,  and 
whenever  any  such  part  or  appliance  has  been  so  condemned, 
it  shall  be  removed  and  the  elevator  made  safe,  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Chief  of  the  said  Bureau,  before  being  again 
put  in  operation. 

AVhenever  any  elevator  shall  be  in  need  of  repairs,  in 
any  respect  pertaining  to  the  operation  of  the  same,  or  any 
of  the  apparatus  or  machinery  connected  with  an  elevator, 
shall  become  impaired,  necessitating  the  temporary  disuse 
of  the  elevator,  or  any  accident  shall  occur  in  an  elevator 
or  elevator  shaftway  affecting  life  or  limb,  it  shall  be  neces- 
sary for  the  owner,  lessee  or  agent  of  the  building  in  which

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eucli  iiiipaiiTiiieoait,  disuse  or  accident,  and  sliall  not  again 
put  the  said  ele'vator  in  opea'ation  until  an  inspectioii  has 
been  made  and  the  couditioii  of  th.&  elevator  approved  by 
tlie  inspector. 

Sect.  5.  The  following  fees  shall  be  charged  for  inspec- 
tions and  certificates:  For  elevators  in  buildings  abofve 
eight  (8)  stories  in  height:  For  each  inspection,  three 
(o)  dollare;  for  each  tank  inspectioin,  three  (8)  dollars;  for 
each  fii"?t  cortitifato,  three  (8)  dollars;  for  each  reissue^ 
one  (1)  dollar. 

For  elevators  in  buildings  eight  (8)  stories  high  or  under: 
For  each  inspection,  two  {2)  dollars;  for  each  taid<  insjicc- 
tion,  three  (3)  dollare;  iov  each  first  certificate,  two  (2) 
dollars;  for  each  reissue,  one  (1)  dollar.  These  fees  skall 
be  collected  as  fees  for  inspection  are  now  collected  in  the 
Bureau  of  Boiler  Inspection. 

Sect.  6.  'No  elevator,  elevator  enclosure  or  interlocking 
device  shall  be  ei-ected  without  firet  obtaining  a  permit  from 
the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  the  applicant  for  a  per- 
mit to  erect  a  new  or  re^rect  an  old  elevator,  to  subnut  a 
plan,  showing  the  proposed  location  of  the  said  elevator  in 
the  building.  The  charges  for  said  permits  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows: To  erect  an  elevator  in  a  building  under  nine  (9) 
stories  in  height,  two  (2)  dollars;  to  erect  an  elevator  in  a 
building  over  nine  (9)  stories  and  under  thirteen  (13) 
stories  in  height,  three  (3)  dollars;  to  erect  an  elevator  in 
bnilding-s  thirteen  (13)  stories  high  and  over,  four  (4)  dol- 
lars, Pei'niit  for  cnclosui-c,  gate,  hatchway,  interlocks^ 
etc.,  for  eacdi  elevator,  two  (2)  dollars. 

Sect.  7.  No  elevator  shall  be  operated  without  having 
displayed  thei-ein  a  certificate  of  inspection,  stating  the 
carrying  capacity  of  the  elevator,  whether  freight  or  pas- 
senger, ^o  person  shall  at  any  time  operate  an  elevator 
unless  he  is  over  the  age  of  sixteen  (16)  years,  and  if  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  In- 
spection, any  person  ninning  an  elevator  shall  be  deemed 
incompetent  so  to  do,  the  person,  firai  or  corporation  having 
control  of  the  said  elevator,  shall  at  once  remove  such  incom- 
petent person,  and  replace  him  by  a  person  who  shall  be 
competent  in  the  judgment  of  the  Chief  of  the  said  Bureau.

I^o  eleivator,  either  passeaiger  or  freiglit,  shall  be  operated 
without  an  atteudaut,  if  in  the  judgment  of  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  the  character  of  the 
business,  or  construction  or  location  of  the  elevator  wairants 
the  same. 

Sect.  8.  Any  person,  fij*m  or  corporation  operating  an 
elevator  without  having  a  certificate  as  herein  provided,  or 
who  shall  violate  any  pi'ovi&ion  of  this  ordinance,  or  ^do- 
late  or  neglect  to  follow  an.y  of  the  rules  or  regulations 
hereunder  provided  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Build- 
ing Inspection,  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  fifty  (50) 
dollars.  The  said  penalty  shall  apply  to  every  violation  of 
this  ordinance,  and  shall  be  collected  before  any  Magistrate 
or  Court  as  debts  are  now  collectible. 

Sect.  9.  That  tlie  sum  of  thirteen  thousand  five  hundred

Tliv  i^vjvct  and  (Joiuinou  CoiiucUs  of  Ike 
City  of  PJiiladelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  be  and 
is  hereby  granted  to  the  Keystone  Telephone  Company  to 
open  streets,  construct  conduits  and  manholes,  to  erect  a 
terminal  pole  in  each  block  and  lay,  erect,  maintain  and  op- 
erate a  coiidiiit  systm  of  cables,  vvirgs,  electrical  conductors 
and  terminal  })oles  for  telephone  and  telegraph  purposes

may  be  or  may  have  beein  eonstmcted  by  anT  mdividiials-,. 
firms  or  corporations  in  the  streets  of  Philadeliphia.,  and. 
the  said  individnals,  finnsi  or  corporations  that  may  or  mav 
have  constructed  any  underground  conduits,  aT&  hereby 
authorized  to  lease  or  sell  their  conduits  to  the  said;  C'om.- 
pany,  any  ortlinance  heretofore  passed  to  the  contrary^  not-

For  tbe  payment  of  interest  on  the  funded  debt 
and  for  tbe  Sinking  Funds,  tbe  sum  of  seventy-one  (71) 
cents. 
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Item  5.  For  the  care  of  tlie  public  liighways,  the  sum 
of  eight  (8)  cents. 

Item  6.  For  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  nine  (9) 
cents. 

Item  7..  For  the  police,  the  sum  of  twenty  (20)  cents. 

Item  S.  For  the  care  of  markets  and  City  Proiperty,  the 
sum  of  three  (3)  cents. 

Item  9.  For  fire,  the  sum  of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  10.  For  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners, 
the  sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  12.  For  health,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  13.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipal- 
ity, the  sum  of  twenty-one  (21)  cents;  and  said  amounts 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated  for  said  objects 
subject  to  further  direction  by  ordinance;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be  printed 
on  the  tax  lulls  the  rate  voted  for  the  objects  hereinbe- 
fore mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property 
marked  ''agricultural  and  farm  lands,"  only  one-hal£  of  the

If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  December 
and  before  the  first  day  of  January,  there  shall  be  an  ad- 
dition or  penalty  of  four  per  cent;  and  upon  all  taxes  re- 
maining unpaid  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  January, 
there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  five  per  cent,  ad- 
ded to  and  made  payable  on  the'  same.

The  City  Solicitor  is  hereby  directed  to  file  in 
the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  a  petition  on  behalf  of  the 
City  setting  forth  the  ground  herein  appropriated,  to  the 
end  that  said  Court  shall  appoint  a  jury  to  assess  the  dam- 
ages as  provided  by  law. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  care,  management  and  maintenance 
of  the  ground  hereinbefore  selected  is  hereby  committed  to 
the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park,  who  shall  exercise 
the  power  and  authority  over  the  same  as  by  existing  laws 
they  now  have  over  Eairmount  Park.  The  expense  thereof 
to  be  chargeable  to  the  annual  appropriations  made  by 
the  Councils  to  the  said  Commissioners.

compliance  "wdth  the  tenus  and  conditions  of  an  ordinance 
entitled  "An  Ordinance  regulating  the  charge  for  water 
supplied  to  urinals  and  water-closets,  and  providing  for  the 
restriction  of  the  llagTant  waste  of  water,"  the  annual 
charge  for  water  on  account  thereof  being  fixed  at  five  (5) 
dollars,  that  the  water-closet  of  such  property  has  been 
equipjied  with  said  tank  or  self-closing  flush  on  or  before 
the  fii-st  day  of  June,  1901,  an  inspection  of  the  property 
by  the  Bureau  of  Water  verifying  and  confirming  such 
statement,  that  then  and  in  such  case  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  Bureau  of  Water,  shall  make  an  allowanoe 
on  the  M'ater  charge  of  the  year  1901  of  four  (4)  dollai-s 
for  dwellings  and  three  (3)  dollars  for  stores,  offices,  man- 
ufactories, hotels,  boarding  houses,  schools,  halls,  etc.

Provided,  That  before  any  warrants  for  contract  work 
are  countersigned  by  the  City  Controller  the  contractor 
shall  file  an  affidavit  with  him  that  none  but  American 
citizens  have  been  employed  on  the  work,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  Councils,  entitled 
''An  Ordinance  for  the  employment  only  of  American  citi-

lars; lumber,  one  thousand  five  hundred  (1,500)  dollara; 
combination  gas  and  electric  fixtiu^es,  two  thousand  six 
hundred  and  eighty-six  (2,686)  dollars;  tiling,  Terratza 
floors,  etc.,  nineteen  thousand  (19,000)  dollars;  plumb- 
ing materials  two  thousand  five  hundi'ed  (2,500)  dollars;

ture for  Criminal  Court  jSTo.  653,  fourteen  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  forty-nine  (14,949)  dollars;  thermostat  heat 
regulation,  one  thousand  five  hundred  (1,500)  dollars;  total, 
one  hundred  and  forty  thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety- 
four  (140,294)  dollars. 

Provided,  That  no  portion  of  this  appropriation  shall  be 
used  for  refurnishing  or  refitting  any  ofiices  or  rooms  unless 
authorized  by  resolution  or  ordinance  of  Councils:  Pro- 
vided, also,  The  City  Controller  may  countersign  waiTants 
for  bills  for  1900,  and  balances  remaining-  at  the  end  of 
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the  year  1901  to  the  credit  of  any  of  the  above  items  shall 
not  merge  December  31,  1901:  Provided,  also,  That  one 
warrant  may  be  drawn  by  the  Commissioners  in  favor  of 
their  superintendent  for  the  pay  of  all  mechanics  and 
laborers  carried  upon  the  superintendent's  pay-roll:  Pro- 
vided, also,  That  such  employees  shall  give  a  warrant  of 
attorney  in  favor  of  the  superintendent,  empowering  him 
to  collect  their  pay. 

Provided,  further,  That  all  work  and  materials  necessary 
for  the  coinpletion  and  furnishing  of  the  buildings  shall  be 
advertised  for  not  less  than  three  times  in  three  daily  news- 
papers of  this  city,  and  that  all  bids  for  the  same  be 
opened  and  contracts  awarded  at  the  regular  or  special 
mieetings  of  the  Commission  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder 
in  the  line  of  business  in  which  they  are  engaged. 
And  the  City  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to 
carry  over  unexpended  balances  under  Items  1,  2,  3  and  4 
of  the  appropriations  for  1900  remaining  at  the  end  of  the 
year  to  the  credit  of  corresponding  items  of  the  appropria- 
tion for  1901. 

All  warrants  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Commissioners  for 
the  Erection  of  the  Public  Buildings  in  conformity  with 
existing  ordinances. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  your  iiiquiriecj  of  J^ovember 
22d,  relative  to  certain  matters  arising  under  the  building- 
inspection  act  of  May  5,  1899  (P.  L.,  193),  in  which  you 
desire  the  opinion  of  this  Department,  I  would  advise  you 
as  follows: 

Question  1.  '^Section  38,  Act  of  May  5,  1899,  declares 
'that  certain  buildings  shall  have  stairways,  etc.  Does  this 
'apply  to  such  buildings  as  were  erected  prior  to  the  pas- 
'sage  of  this  Act^  WTiere  basement  stories  entirely  below 
'the  street  level  are  used  for  the  sale  of  merchandise,  as 
'well  as  other  ])urposes,  would  such  basements  require  exits 
'direct  to  the  street,  iiTespective  of  inside  stairways, 
'especially  in  the  basement  of  very  large  buildings  where 
'a  great  number  of  people  are  apt  to  gatlier,  the  coaistruc- 
'tion  not  being  fireproof  and  the  inner  stainvays  to  the 
'first  floor  ample  to  accommodate  the  estimated  numbers 
'that  may  be  using  this  basement  in  busy  seasons?'' 

Section  38  of  the  Act  provides  that  "All  buildings  hei-e- 
"after  erected  or  altered  to  be  used  as  a  school  house,  hos- 


"pital,  asylum,  hotel,  apartment  or  tenement  house,  office 
"building,  store,  manufactory  or  workshop,  or  place  of  as- 
"sembly  or  resort,  shall  have  such  number  of  good  and  suffi- 
"cient  stairways,  or  other  means  of  egress,  as  shall  be  deter- 
"mined  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspec- 
"tion."  This  is  followed  by  certain  express  provisions  in 
regard  to  stores  in  which  any  of  the  stories  above  the  sec- 
ond have  a  clear  floor  space  of  four  thousand  square  feet, 
and  manufactories  three  or  more  stories  in  height  of  a  floor 
area  per  stoiy  of  three  thousand  square  feet,  and  stores  or 
factories  in  which  the  floor  area  of  any  storj  above  the  sec- 
ond, exceeds  ten  thousand  square  feet. 

Answering  your  first  inquiry,  therefore,  I  would  say: 
(a)  That  Section  38  applies  only  to  buildings  erected  or 
altered  after  the  date  of  the  Act,  and  not  to  buildings 
erected  before  that  date,  unless  the  same  have  been  since 
altered  for  the  jDurposes  enumerated  in  said  section,  (b) 
That  except  iu'  so  far  as  explicit  provision  was  made  in  the 
section  in  question  for  tower  stairways  in  buildings  of  a 
certain  specified  floor  area,  the  kind  of  stairways  and  other 
means  of  egress  in  buildings  so  erected  or  altered  after  the 
passage  of  the  Act,  is  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  and  no  limitations  are 
placed  by  the  terms  of  that  section  upon  the  exercise  of 
such  discretion  by  him. 

Question  2.  "Would  you  define  what  jurisdiction  this 
"Bureau  has  regarding  aisles  and  passageways  in  such  build- 
"ings,  and  whether  this  Bureau  has  the  right  to  define  what 
"aisle  capacity  is  required?  Section  49,  Act  of  May  5, 
"1899,  relating  to  theatres  and  places  of  amusement,  gives 
"certain  regulations  relating  to  aisles,  passageways  and 
"staircases.  In  new  buildings  we  use  these  regulations  as 
"a  standard.  Would  we  be  within  our  legal  rights  in  ap- 
"plying  these  regulations  to  store  buildings  erected  prior 
"to  this  Act?" 

Section  49  of  the  Act  is  in  part  as  follows:  "Every 
"building  hereafter  erected  or  altered  to  be  used  as  a  thea- 
"tre,  opera  house,  or  other  building  intended  for  theatrical 
"or  operatic  purposes,  or  for  public  entertainments  of  any 
"kind,  where  stage  scenery  and  apparatus  are  employed. 


^'shall  be  built  to  comply  with  the  requiremLCts  of  this 
"section;  but  all  theatres  or  places  of  amusement  now  ex- 
''isting  may  be  altered,  providing  such  alteration  does  not 
"amount  to  a  virtual  reconstruction  thereof,  so  as  to  mate 
"it  a  new  building.  No  building,  which  at  the  time  of  the 
"passage  of  this  Act  is  not  actually  in  use  for  theatricals  or 
"operatic  puii>oees,  and  no  building  hereafter  erected  not 
"in  confonnity  with  the  requirements  of  this  section,  shall 
"be  used  for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes,  or  for  public 
"entertainments  of  any  kind,  where  stage  sceiier}-  and  ap 
"paratus  are  employed,  until  the  same  shall  have 
"been  made  to  confonn  to  the  requirements  of  this 
"section;  and  nu  building  hereinbefore  described  shall  he 
"opened  to  the  public  for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes, 
"or  for  public  entertainments  of  any  kind,  where  stage 
"scenery  or  apparatus  are  employed,  until  the  Bureau  of 
"Building  Inspection  and  the  Bureau  of  Fire,  respectively^ 
"shall  have  approved  the  same  in  wi'iting  as  conforming  to 
"the  requirements  of  this  section." 

(a)  This  section  relates  exclusively  to  buildings  erected, 
altered  or  put  into  use  for  theatres,  opera  houses  or  kindred 
purposes  of  public  entertainment,  since  the  date  of  the  Act, 
and  not  to  buildings  theretofore  erected  and  used  unaltered 
for  such  purposes. 

(b)  The  regulations  of  Section  49  do  not  extend  to  store 
buildings,  but  only  to  buildings  employed  for  theatrical  or 
operatic  ]>urposes,  or  for  public  entertaiiimentr^  of  any 
kind,  etc. 

Question  3.  "Section  41,  Act  of  May  5,  18JJ9,  provides 
"that  all  flooi*s  sliall  bo  constructed  to  bear  a  safe  weight  as 
"follows:  lletail  stores,  etc.,  120  pounds  per  square  foot. 
"Does  this  section  apply  to  store  buildings  ereeted  prioa* 
"to  the  passage  of  this  Act?  If  so,  to  what  extent  can  this 
"Bureau  go  in  the  matter  of  condemnation  of  floors  that  are 
"not  of  this  capacity,  yet  are  apparently  safely  loaded — in 
"other  words,  that  give  no  sign  of  immediate  danger  uuder 
"the  existing  conditions?" 

"All  floors  shall  be  constructed  to  bear  a  safe  weight," 
etc.     In  the  opinion  of  this  Department.  rhcK'  words  relate 


to  floors  constructed  after  the  date  of  the  Act,  either  in  the 
subsequent  erection  or  alteration  of  buildings,  and  not  to 
floors  constructed  before  the  Act  was  passed.  The  infer- 
eaioe  that  such  is  the  meaning  of  this  section  is  strengthened 
by  the  contrasting  language  of  Section  42,  which  clearly  re- 
lates, not  only  to  ''all  stores,  warehouses  and  factories  here- 
after to  be  erected  or  altered,"  but  also'  to  warehouses,  store- 
hoiises,  etc.,  "where  heavy  materials  are  kept  or  stored,  or 
machinery  introduced,"  This  section  (42)  does  not  fix  any 
standard  of  floor  strength,  but  simply  provides  for  the  post- 
ing of  a  notice  setting  forth  in  a  conspicuoriis  jjlace  the 
weight  that  piach  floor  will  safely  sustain,  etc.

Dear  Siit: — To  your  coimuunioatioii  received  some  time 
since  as  to  whether  you  would  be  justified  in  countersign- 
ing a  warrant  for  $2,000  drawn  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Education  in  accordance  with  Item  63  of  their  appropria- 
tion for  the  year  1899,  for  the  Institute  for  Colored  Youths 
on  Bainbridge  street,  below  Tenth  street,  I  am  obliged  to 
reply  that  while  this  institution  is  a  worthy  one  and  de- 
serving of  eiieouragenient,  yet  I  cannot  see  how,  under  the 
law  as  it  now  stands,  it  is  possible  to  support  such  an  appro- 
priation. Whatever  advantage  to  the  community  would 
result  from  the  expenditure  of  the  sum  named  by  the  In- 
stitute for  Colored  Youths,  that  institution  is,  nevertheless, 
a  private,  as  distinguished  from  &  municipal  character,  and 
it  is  beyond  the  ]>ower  or  pro^dnce  of  Councils  to  appro- 


]>nate  public-  funds  for  objects  other  than  tho«e  strictly 
and  purely  unniicipiil.  For  this  reason  I  advise  you  that 
you  should  nut  countersign  this  warrant.  I  regret  exceed- 
ingly to  be  forced  to  this  conchision,  for  I  know  that  the 
money  would  have  been  properly  expended  for  the  benefit 
of  this  community  by  the  gentlemen  having  it  in  charge.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
the  12th  inst.,  enclosing  copy  of  letter  received  by  you 
from  Mr.  AVilliam  J.  Serrill,  Engineer  of  Distribution  of 
the  United  Gas  Improvement  Company,  in  which  he  re- 
quests that  instruction  be  issued  to  those  Bureaus  in  your 
Department  which  undertake  the  building  of  construc- 
tions in  the  streets,  to  incorporate  in  the  specifications  for 
such  work  a  clause  providing  that  where  such  construction 
interferes  with  any  gas  pipe  in  such  a  way  that  it  is  neces- 
sary for  the  gas  pipe  to  be  moved  to  another  location  in 
order  to  make  way  for  such  construction,  then  the  con- 
tractor shall  employ  the  United  Gas  Impovement  Com- 
pany to  move  the  gas  pipe,  and  shall  pay  said  company  the 
cost  of  so  doing. 

You  state  that  the  insertion  of  such  a  specification  wil! 
indirectly  im])ose  the  cost  cf  moving  the  gas  pipe  upon  the 
City;  that  it  would  can^e  numerous  complications  between 
tlie  City  and  its  contractors,  and  would  Ih^  in  other  r(\<]ii;cts 
impracticable  and  inconvenient.  You  also  state  that  after 
the  gas  lease  went  into  eiiect,  the  V,oard  of  Highway  Su- 
jien'isors  made  a   rule,   as   follows:     "l{  it!   the  laying  of 
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water  pipes,  sewei's,  elei'trical  conduits  or  other  inuiiii'ip;tl 
work,  it  shall  become  necessary  to  change  the  location  of 
any  gas  main  or  other  structure,  they  shall  be  shifted  or 
altered  to  such  places  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  Board 
of  Highway  Supervisors,  the  liability  for  the  cost  of  such 
change  to  be  as  provided  in  the  ordinance  granting  the  par- 
ties the  right  to  the  use  of  the  streets." 

Upon  the  matters  thus  stated,  you  ask  for  an  opinion  as 
to  the  liability  of  the  United  Gas  Improvement  Company 
for  making  such  changes  in  the  location,  of  its  gas  mains 
and  other  structure?  at  its  own  expense  as  may  be  directed 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  or  the  Board  of  High- 
way Supei'visoi's,  in  order  to  permit  the  laying  and  construc- 
tion of  water  pipes,  sewers,  electrical  conduits  and  other 
municipal  st-ructures. 

Paragraph  3,  of  clause  8,  of  the  contract  between  the 
City  oif  Philadelphia  and  the  United  Gas  Improvement 
Company  embodied  in  ordinance  of  November  13,  1897 
(page  227),  is  in  part  as  follows:  "It  is  the  further  intent 
of  this  agreement  that  without  cost  tO'  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia all  such  extensions,  improvements,  alterations  and  bet- 
terments in  the  manufacturing  or  distributing  system  of 
said  gas  works  shall,  upon  the  termination  of  the  lease  by 
the  expiration  of  its  full  term,  viz:  on,  December  31,  1927, 
pass  to  and  vest  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  upon  the  terms 
and  conditions  herein  provided." 

If  the  City  of  Philadelphia  were  compelled  to  pay  the 
cost  of  the  alterations  in  the  distributing  system  of  the  gas 
works,  such  alterations  cannot  be  said  to  pass  to  the  city 
"free  of  cost,"  and  the  lease  would  therefore  seem  to  pro- 
vide for  the  making  of  alterations  at  the  expense  of  the 
United  Gas  Improvement  Company.  AVhether  such 
changes  as  those  to  which  your  letter  refers,  to  wit,  changes 
necessitated  by  the  laying  or  construction  of  other  works 
in  the  City  streets,  are  such  alterations  as  are  con- 
templated by  this  clause  of  the  agreement  between  the  Gas 
Company  and  the  City,  may  be  left  to  future  determina- 
tion. 

In  the  meantime,  however,  I  advise  you  to  decline  to  in- 


■•^evt  the  speeifieation  named  when  inviting  bids,  and  to  ad- 
here to  the  i-egnlation  ah-eady  adopted  bv  the  Boai'd  of 
Highway  Supervisors.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  inquiry  of 
the  11th  inst.,  asking: 

"1.  Does  the  ordinance  of  March  7,  1882,  or  any  other 
ordinance,  prohibit  the  distribution  of  circulars  upon  the 
streets,  by  handing  them  to  passers-by,  who  either  refuse  to 
take  them  or  immediately  throw  them  into  the  streets? 
Can  the  pei-son  who  is  distributing  these  circulars  be  pro- 
ceeded against,  although  he  himself  may  not  actually  throw 
the  paper  into  the  street?" 

"2.  Can  the  above  ordinance,  or  any  other  ordinance, 
be  construed  to  prohibit  the  placing  of  circulars  upon 
porches;  or  the  steps  of  houses,  such  circulars  almost  in- 
variably finding  their  way  into  the  street  by  being  blown 
there  by  the  wind  or  tbrown  there  by  the  householder,  or 
other  person?  *  *  *  *  *" 

"3.  Is  there  any  law  or  ordinance  which  can  be  invoked 
to  punish  those  who  place  circulars  or  other  papers  under 
the  doors  of  dwelling  houses?  *  *  *  *  " 

No  later  ordinance  than  that  to  which  you  refer,  to  wit, 
the  ordinance  of  March  7,  1882,  page  63,  has  been  enacted, 
and  the  subject  is  therefore  governed  by  the  provisions  of 
that  ordinance.  Section  4  thereof  provides  that  it  shall 
constitute  a  nuisance  "to  cast  or  place  in  the  streets  of  the 
City,   or  on  the  footways  thereof,   any  paper,   advertise- 
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ments,  liand-bills,  or  other  waste  paper."  A  penalty  of 
$20.00  is  imposed  upon  jiersons  violating  any  provision  of 
the  said  ordinance. 

Under  this  ordinance  all  persons  who  shall  so  place  or 
distribute  circulars,  hand-bills,  or  advertisements,  as  to 
cause  them  to  get  into  the  street,  either  by  forcing  them  to 
be  taken  by  the  passers-by  when  most  of  those  w'ho  have 
taken  such  have  thrown  them  into  the  street,  or  by  giving 
them  to  ]3ersons  wdio  will  prol>a,bly  throw  them  on  the 
street,  or  by  placing  them  upon  steps  where  they  may  be 
blown  upon  the  street,  will  be  guilty  of  violating  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  by  contributing  to  the  very  result 
that  the  oi'dinance  was  intended  toi  prevent.  The  placing 
of  circulars,  hand-bills,  or  advertisements,  within  the  door 
of  a  house  would  not  make  a  person  so  doing  liable. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  anything  done  by  a 
person  which  causes  paper  to  be  scattered  ujion  the  high- 
way is  a  violation  of  this  ordinance.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  9th  inst.,  in  reference  to 
a  piece  of  gi-ound  at  Twenty-second  and  Hamilton  streets^ 
occupied  by  the  Knickerbocker  Ice  Company,  received. 
You  state  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  Mr.  Wil- 
liam McCoach,  requested  an  opinion  as  to  the  right  of  the 
City  to  dispose  of  the  piece  of  ground  in  question. 

It  appears  that  Pennsylvania  avenue,  at  Hamilton  street, 
was  widened  in  accordance  with  the  ]dans  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Subway,  and  a  striji  of  ground  shown  on  the 


plan  wliicli  you  ciiclotie  was  taken  troni  tlie  Knickerbocker 
Ice  Company  for  the  purposes  of  the  new  street  or  avenue. 
It  Avas  an  irregular  shape,  marked  blue  and  red  on  your 
plan,  and  the  sha]>e  of  it  was  caused  by  the  desire  to  con- 
struct on  the  portion  which  is  colored  red  a  retaining  wall. 
That  wall  has  l)cen  constructed  on  that  part,  and  the  rest 
of  the  stiip,  colored  blue,  remains  as  a  portioii  of  the  high- 
way over  a  tunnel  on  which  the  tracks  are  laid.  As  it  all 
appears  to  be  in  the  highway,  it  would  not  be  in  the  power 
of  the  City  to  dispose  of  any  of  it. 

I  am  informed  that  the  Knickerbocker  Ice  Oooiipany,. 
not  being  aware  of  the  iiTcgularity  of  their  line,  started  a 
wall  on  a  straight  line  adjoiinng  the  stri]i  colored  bltie,  and 
by  so  doing  occupied  the  portion  of  the  retaining  wall  con- 
structed on  the  strip  colored  red. 

If  it  be  the  desire  of  the  Committee  to  permit  the  Ice 
Company  tO'  keep  their  structure  where  it  is,  it  can  be  done 
by  authorizing  a  revision  of  the  lines  of  Pennsylvania  ave- 
nue, thereby  vacating  as  a  ])ublic  highway  the  strip  colored 
red.  In  doing  this,  however,  the  City  should  reserve  the 
underneath  ]>ortion  where  the  retaining  wall  is  now  con- 
structed, with  the  right  to  maintain  the  wall  and  to  recon- 
struct the  same,  and  give  to  the  Knickerbocker  Ice  Com- 
pany permission  t(^  luiild  on  that  wall.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  of  February  2(ith  last, 
whether  any  Bureau  or  Department  of  the  City  can  enter 
into  a  contract  for  goods,  merchandise  or  supplies,  for  a 
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longer  period  than  one  year,  unless  an  appropriation  there- 
for shall  have  been  previously  made  by  Councils,  I  reply 
that  by  the  Acts  of  April  21,  1858,  Section  5,  P.  L.,  386, 
and  June  11,  1879,  Section  3,  P.  L.,  130,  it  is  forbidden 
to  any  city  of  the  first  class,  or  the  head  of  any  department 
thereof,  etc.,  to  make  any  contract  without  a  previous  ap- 
propriation therefor  by  Councils. 

In  accordance  with  these  Acts,  therefore,  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  no  Bureau  or  Department  can  enter  into  a 
<;ontract  for  goods,  merchandise  or  supplies  without  a  pre- 
vious appropriation  for  the  same.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  oral  inquiry  of  this  morn- 
ing as  to  the  selection  of  courts  by  Magistrates  permit  me 
to  say  that  the  Act  of  Februai-y  5,  1875  (P.  L.,  5G),  Section 
5,  requires  the  Magistrates  before  they  enter  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties  "to  assemble  in  the  presence  of  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  draw  lots  in  the 
order  of  the  alphabetical  rotation  of  their  surnames  for  the 
right  to  choose  which  of  the  courts  so  located  shall  be  held 
by  each,  and  when  they  shall  have  drawn  lots,  the  Magis- 
trate who  shall  have  the  first  choice  shall  choose  from  the 
whole  number  of  courts  which  court  he  desires  to  select  as 
his  court,  and  the  number  and  location  of  the  court  chosen 
by  him  shall  be  the  court  which  he  shall  hold  till  the  ex- 
piration of  his  term  of  office." 

Section  6  requires  the  Mayor  to  certify  the  selection  to 
the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  giving  the  names  of 
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the  beveral  Magistrates;  with  the  nunihcr  of  tlie  courts  se- 
lected by  each. 

The  Act  of  February  1,  1887  (1\  ]^.,  -J),  Section  4,  in 
referring  to  the  drawing  by  the  four  additional  Magistrates, 
provides  that  they  shall  draw  lots  for  their  courts  with  the 
other  Magisti^ates  eleeted  npon  the  same  ticket  at  the  same 
time. 

It  appeal's,  therefore,  that  all  of  the  Magistrates  elected 
at  the  last  election  should  assemble  before  the  Mayor  and 
draw  lots  for  the  various  Police  Courts  at  present  provided 
for  by  Magistrates  whose  terms  expire,  and  for  whom  suc- 
cessors have  been  elected.

Mv  Deaii  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  2d  instant,  enclosing 
letter  of  Clayton  McMichael,  Esq.,  City  Treasurer,  in  ref- 
erence to  the  State  tax  on  loans,  received. 

I  had  an  interview  with  the  City  Treasurer,  and  I  learned 
that  the  warrant  was  drawn  by  him  for  the  amount  of  the 
State  tax  on  loans  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  after  there 
had  been  deducted  all  the  exemptions  which  the  City 
claims.  As  you  will  remember,  a  settlement  for  the  tax  on 
loans  for  1808  and  1899  was  delayed  in  view  of  the  litiga- 
tion pending  at  Harrisburg  in  the  appeals  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  from  settlements  made  against  it  by  the  Au- 
jditor  General  for  the  State  Tax  on  loans  for  vears  previous 
to  1898. 
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The  only  question  luisettled  was  as  to  the  proper  allow- 
ance for  the  bonds  in  the  Sinking  Fund  and  those  held  by 
non-residents  or  charitable  corporations.  The  amount  for 
which  the  City  Treasurer  has  drawn  the  warrant  for  the 
tax  on  loans  for  1898  and  1899,  is  arrived  at  after  making 
all  these  allowances,  so  that  the  purpose  of  the  delay  in 
making  payment  has  thus  been  accomplished. 

The  exemptions  which  the  City  Treasurer  has  deducted 
from  the  tax  on  the  entire  loan  of  the  City  includes  the 
Sinking  Fund,  and  also  the  exemptions  on  account  of  those 
bonds  held  by  non-resideuts  and  charitable  corporations. 
The  statement  of  the  non-resident  and  charitable  organiza- 
tions is  furnished  by  the  Fiscal  Agent  of  the  City.  If  your 
audit  of  that  statement  shows  it  to  be  correct,  it  would  be 
proper  to  countersign  the  wan'ant.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  of  April  4,  trans- 
mitting the  engrossed  ordinance  ''to  provide  for  the  inspec- 
tion of  passenger  and  freight  elevators  and  tO'  make  an 
appropriation  therefor,"  which  has  been  passed  by  both 
branches  of  Councils,  and  sent  to  the  Mayor  for  his  official 
action,  and  concerning  which  you  ask  the  opinion  of  this 
department  "as  to  what  the  liability  of  the  City  would  be, 
if  any,  in  case  of  accidents  occurring  in  or  through  the 
elevators  inspected  by  the  City,  for  whicli  certificates  of 
inspection  have  l)een  issned,  as  provided  for  in  this  ordi- 
nance," I  reply  that  in  my  oj>inion  it  is  clear  that  no  lia- 
bility would  attach  to  the  (Hty  in  the  contingency  regard- 
ing which  you  inqnire. 

In  your  postscrijit  you  further  ask  for  an  o])inion  "upon 
the  general  text  of  the  ordinance."  As  to  this  I  answer, 
that  upon  examination  of  the  ordinance,  no  objection  to 
the  legality  thereof  suggests  itself  to  me.  It  seems  to  have 
l)een  designed  to  take  the  jdace  of  the  Ordinance  of  April 
10,  1894,  as  amended  by  that  of  March  2,  1805,  treating 
the  subject  covered  by  the  earlier  ordinance  in  greater  de- 
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tail  and  apparently  carrying  out  with  greater  efficiency  the 
purposes  intended  to  be  reached  by  those  ordinances. 
I  return  the  ordinance  sent  me  by  you  as  requested.

Dear  Sir: — To  yoair  communication  enclosing  a  report 
of  a  Committee  of  the  -Board  of  Highway  Supervisors  to 
whom  had  been  refen-ed  an  application  of  the  Belt  Line 
Railroad  Company  for  permission  to  lay  two  tracks  on 
Delaware  avenue,  between  Vine  and  South  streets,  in  ac- 
cordance with  a  plan  submitted,  and  also  transmitting 
therewith  the  said  application,  together  with  the  protest 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  City  Tnists  against  the  grant- 
ing of  said  application,  for  the  opinion  of  tliis  Department 
thereon,  I  beg  leave  to  reply  as  follows: 

From  the  documents  submitted  it  appears  that  by  ordi- 
nance of  December  26,  1890,  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line 
Railroad  Company  was  authorized  to  construct  a  railroad 
and  branches  upon  a  certain  route  as  located  and  specified 
in  and  by  the  terms  of  the  said  ordinance,  which  included 
Delaware  avenue  between  the  streets  above  named  as  a 
part  of  such  route. 

By  Section  4  of  this  ordinance  it  was  provided  that  "The 
Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad  Company  shall  enter  into 
an  agreement  with  the  City  of  Philadelphia  that  where 
the  line  of  the  said  railroad  shall  be  constructed  on  any 
portion  of  Dela^varc  avenue  as  it  now  exists,  that  the  said 
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company  will  move  its  tracks  to  the  eastern  side  of  said 
avenue  whenever  Delaware  avenue  shall  be  widened  or 
opened  of  a  sufficient  width  to  permit  this  to  be  done. 
And  thereuponi  the  said  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad 
Company  shall  have  the  right  to  lay  and  maintain  an  ad- 
ditional truck  \vith  the  necessary  turnouts  and  switches 
upon  said  ]iortion  of  Delaware  avcuuc  so  opened  or 
widened.'' 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  an 
agreement,  dated  February  5,  1891,  was  entered  into  be- 
Uveen  the  City  and  the  said  company,  authorizing  the  con- 
struction of  the  said  railroad  upon  the  conditions  provided 
for  by  said  section  of  said  ordinance,  the  City  therein  agree- 
ing that  whenever  Pelaware  avenue  should  be  widened  or 
opened  of  a  sufficient  width  to  permit  the  tracks  of  the  rail- 
road to  be  moved  to  the  eastern  side  thereof,  the  said  com- 
pany should  thereupon  so  move  its  tracks  to  said  eastern 
side,  and  that  it  should  have  the  right  to  lay  and  maintain 
an  additional  track  with  necessaiw  turnouts  and  switches. 

After  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  and  the  execution  of 
the  agreement  thereunder,  divers  persons  and  bodies  cor- 
porate tiled  bills  in,  equity  to  restrain  said  railroad  com- 
pany from  constructing  its  road  as  proposed.  In  the  court 
below  (C.  P.  No.  3  of  this  County)  a  preliminary  injunc- 
tion was  granted  in  accordance  with  the  several  prayers 
of  the  said  hills,  restraining  until  final  hearing  the  defend- 
ants therein  from  proceeding  to  construct  the  railroad,  for 
the  reason  that  it  having  been  chartered  under  the  general 
railroad  law  of  this  State,  it  was  without  power  to  occupy 
longitudinally  the  streets  of  the  municipality  even  with  the 
consent  of  Councils.  Upon  an  appeal  from  this  decision 
to  the  Supreme  Court,  the  latter  tribunal  continued  the 
preliminary  injunction,  disclaiming  at  the  same  time,  how- 
ever, any  intention  of  passing  upon  the  merits  of  the  con- 
troversy, but  basing  its  conclusion  upon  the  consideration 
that  least  harm  would  ensue  by  letting  the  matter  remain 
as  it  was  until  the  rights  of  the  parties  should  be  finally 
determined.  Up  to  the  present  time  the  proceedings  in 
equity  thus  initiated  have  not  been  pressed  to  final  heariug^ 
and  decision. 
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To  this  litigation,  however,  neither  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia nor  any  dspartment  or  representative  thejeof  was 
a  party,  and  consequently  the  preliminary  injunction  re- 
straining the  action  of  the  Belt  Line  Company  was  not  di- 
rected to/  the  Citv,  nor  did  it  in  anv  wav  affect  the  asree- 
ment  which  the  City  had  theretofore  made  with  the  rail- 
road company,  nor  control  any  action  in  pursuance  thereof 
which  the  City  might  thereafter  see  fit  to  take. 

Subsequently,  under  an  agreement  dated  January  11, 
1897,  between  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  Trustee  under  the  mil  of  Stephen  Girard, 
acting  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  City  Trusts,  Delaware 
avenue,  between  Vine  and  South  sti'eets,  was  mdened  of 
a  sufficient  width,  it  is  alleged  and  I  assume  to  be  con- 
ceded, to  permit  of  the  moving  of  the  tracks  of  the  Belt 
Line  Company  and  the  laying  of  an  additional  track  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  Decem- 
ber 26,  1890,  and  the  agreement  made  thereunder  to  carry 
the  same  into  effect,  and  under  this  agreement  of  January 
11,  1897,  funds  to  the  amount  of  $050,000  have  been  pro- 
vided by  the  Trustees  of  the  Girard  Estate'  for'  the  said 
widening. 

This  widening  between  the  limits  named  being  now  com- 
pleted, the  Belt  Line  Railroad  Company  has  made  the  ap- 
plication in  question,  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Girard  Estate 
have  made  protest  against  the  grant  of  the  same  upon  the 
ground  that  the  injunction  above  referred  to  remains  un- 
disposed of  and  in  full  force  and  effect. 

The  delay  in  replying  to  your  communication  has  been 
caused  by  a  grave  doubt  whether  that  injunction  ought  not 
to  be  considered  as  debarring  the  City  from  granting  to 
the  said  railroad  company  a  permit  to  lay  its  tracks  as  ap- 
plied for. 

Upon  a  most  deliberate  review  of  the  whole  question,  and 
a  full  discussion  of  the  merits  thereof  before  myself  by  the 
respective  parties  interested,  as  well  as  their  counsel,  I  have 
reached  the  conclusion  that  the  injunction  does  not,  as  far 
as  a  permit  is  concerned,  have  the  effect  attributed  tO'  it  in 
the  protests  submitted. 

As  heretofore  moted,  the  injunction  against  the  Belt  Line 
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•Company  is  but  preliminary.  It  is  not  addressed  to  tlie 
City  of  Philadelphia,  and  it  does  not  attempt  to  restrain 
any  action  upon  the  part  of  the  latter.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  Ordinance  of  1890  and  the  agreement  entered  into  in 
pursuance  thereof  with  the  Belt  Line  Company  precludes 
the  City  from  seeking  means  to  avoid  its  obligation  to  the 
other  party  to  the  contract  in  order  to  prevent  the  same 
from  being  carried  out. 

Furthermore,  it  has  been  represented  to  this  Department 
that  the  puropse  of  securing  a  permit  to  place  these  tracks 
upon  the  widened  portion  of  Delaware  avenue  is  not  with 
the  intention  of  endeavoring  to  evade  the  injunction 
granted  by  the  court,  neither  to  use  such  permit  as  an  au- 
thority to  proceed  with  the  work  of  laying  tracks,  but 
rather  that  the  same  was  necessars'  as  a  preliminary  in  order 
to  bring  the  litigation  to  a  conclusion  by  having  the  bills 
in  equity  finally  disposed  of;  that  is  to  say,  that  the  railroad 
company  with  such  a  permit  would  only  be  put  in  such  a 
position  that  upon  proceedings  for  final  disposition  of  the 
suits  it  could  not  be  averred  against  the  said  company  that 
its  contention  was  futile,  inasmuch  as  it  had  not  the  requi- 
site municipal  consent  for  placing  its  tracks  in  the  position 
in  which  it  desired  to  lay  them.  Be  that  as  it  may,  however, 
it  is  clear  that  no  greater  effect  than  this  can  result  from 
the  granting  of  a  permit  by  the  City.  This  pei-mit  is  not 
and  cannot  be  construed  to  be  an  attempted  authorization 
by  the  City  to  the  Belt  Line  Company  to  lay  tracks  in  spite 
of  the  injunction  which  remains  in  force  against  that  com- 
pany, prohibiting  it  from  proceeding  to  that  end.  On  the 
contrary,  the  permit  of  the  City  signifies  only  that  so  far  as 
the  City  is  concerned  it  interposes  no  objection  to  the  action 
proposed.  To  thus  indicate  its  consent  by  allowing  a  per- 
mit, seems  to  me  no  more  than  under  its  ordinance  and 
agreement  in  good  faith,  it  ought  to  feel  bound  to  do. 

The  injunction  still  stands  and  must  be  lifted  by  the 
court  before  any  tracks  can  be  laid. 

The  resolution  of  your  Committee  requests  the  opinion 
of  tliLs  Department  upon  the  questions:  "A^Tiether  the  Belt 
Line  Railroad  Company  has  full  nutliority  for  laying  two 
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tracks  on  Delaware  aveime,  between  Vine  and  Soutb 
streets,  and  whether  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors 
would  be  justified  in  granting  the  permit  requested,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  Board." 

Replying  specifically  to  the  first  question,  I  would  say 
that  it  cannot  be  determined  until  final  adjudication  of  the 
bills  in  equity  j)ending  against  the  Belt  Line  Railroad  Com- 
pany whether  or  not  that  company  has  full  authority  for 
laying  two  tracks  upon  Delaware  avenue  or  elsewhere;  that 
while  the  preliminary  injunction  against  said  company  re- 
mains undisposed  of  the  presumption  is  that  has  no  such 
authority. 

As  to  the  second  question,  whether  the  Board  of  High- 
way Supervisors  would  be  justified  in  granting  tlie  permit 
requested,  I  reply  that  if  the  plan  submitted  by  the  railroad 
company  contemplates  the  laying  of  tracks  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  of  1890,  and  with  the 
agreement  executed  thereunder,  if  the  widening  of  Dela- 
ware avenue  allows  sufficient  room  therefor,  and  if  there 
be  no  other  reason  known  to  your  Board  for  refusing  the 
permit  requested,  t!:e  same  should  be  granted  when  made 
in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  your  said 
Board.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  of  April  25,  trans- 
mitting  for  the  opinion  of  this  Department,  as  to  its  val- 
idity, a  proposed  ordinance  ''to  provide  for  the  paving  of 
the  footway  on  the  southwestern  side  of  Green©  street, 
above  Upsal  street,  in  the  Twenty-second  Ward,"  I  reply 
as  follows: 

It  appeal's  that  a  petition  of  citizens  residing  on  Greene 
street  has  been  presented  to  Councils,  setting  forth  that  a 
majority  of  the  property  OA^Tiei-s  upon  the  said  street  have 
refused  to  apply  for  the  laying  of  the  pavement  thereon; 
that  accordingly  the  petitioners,  being  more  than  two  citi- 
zens living  upon  the  said  street,  present  their  petition  in 
accordance  with  Section  5  of  the  Act  of  March  22,  1865, 
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wkicli  section  provides  that  should  a  majority  of  the  owners 
of  property  upon  any  of  the  streets  (that  is,  streets  in  the 
Twenty-second  or  Twenty -fourth  Wards  of  this  City)  upon 
which  public  lamps  have  been  erected,  refuse  to  petition 
Councils  for  a  pavement,  it  will  be  competent  for  any  two 
citizens  living  upon  the  said  street  to  petition  Coiuncils  for 
the  said  pavement,  etc. 

The  said  petition  having  been  presented  to  Councils,  an 
ordinance  has  been  framed  in  accordance  with  the  request 
thereof,  and  you  ask  whether,  if  passed,  such  ordinance 
would  be  legal,  "the  property  being  assessed  at  suburban 
rates." 

In  the  case  of  Lukens  vs.  City,  13  W.  !N.  C,  86,  and  in 
various  later  cases,  it  has  been  held  that  the  assessment  of 
property  as  rural  or  suburban  is  not  conclusive  upon  the 
question  as  to  the  character  of  such  property,  but  is  only 
one  fact  among  others  upon  which  that  question  is  to  be 
decided,  and  the  entire  subject  in  any  given  case  is  to^  be 
passed  upon  by  the  jury. 

I  would  therefore  advise  you  that  the  mere  fact  that 
property  upon  Greene  street  is  assessed  at  suburban  rates 
would  not  be  decisive  upon  the  question  whether  the  pro- 
posed ordinance  is  valid  and  enforceable;  the  jury  having 
the  subject  before  it  would  be  called  upon  under  all  the 
evidence  in  the  case  to  say  whether  the  ])ropGrty  upon  that 
street  was  rural  or  urban.

My  Dear  Sir: — To  the  communication  of  J.  Hampton 
Moore,  Esq.,  Secretary,  relative  to  the  matter  of  issuing  a 
pawnbroker's  license  at  'No.  4219  Genaaantown  avenue  to 
Harriet  G.  Shultz,  I  reply  as  follows: 

From  said  communication  it  appears  that  at  the  premises 
named  a  license  has  heretofore  been  issued  to  Charles  S. 
Rosenbaum,  who  recently  committed  suicide;  that  Mrs. 
Shultz  has  made  application  that  a  license  be  issued  to  her, 
and  that  the  widow  of  Mr.  Kosenbaum  objects  thereto 
jDending  an  adjustment  of  her  husband's  affairs.  Mr. 
Moore's  letter  further  states  that  "the  only  question  with 
which  we  are  concerned  is,  as  to  whether  the  City  will  incur 
any  liability  to  Rosenbaum's  pledgers  while  the  contro- 
versy over  the  settlement  of  these  affairs  continues,"  and 
he  asks  that  you  be  advised  whether  a  license  should  be 
issued  to  Mrs.  Shultz  under  existing  conditions,  "she  being 
reported  to  this  office  as  a  woman  of  good  character." 

In  the  letter  to  you  from  the  attorney  of  Mi*s.  Shultz, 
which  is  transmitted  with  Mr.  ]\roore's  communication,  it 
is  alleged  that  Mr.  Rosenbaum  was  only  an  employee  of 
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Mrs.  Shultz,  and  that  at  the  time  of  his  death  an  apphea- 
tion  was  pending  for  the  transfer  of  the  license  from  Mr. 
Eosenbaum  to  Mrs.  Shnltz  with  tlie  assent  of 
both  of  said  parties;  that  the  lease  of  the  prem- 
ises is  in  Mrs.  Shultz's  name,  and  that  she  is 
the  owner  of  all  the  personal  property  thereon, 
except  that  o-wned  bv  those  who  have  pledged  it  for  ad- 
vances. I  do  not  understand  from  Mr,  Moore's  letter  that 
Mrs.  Rosenbaum  is  herself  an  applicant  for  a  pawnbrokei-'s 
license.  Her  attitude  seems  to  be  merely  that  of  protest 
against  the  issuing  of  a  license  to  Mrs.  Shultz. 

In  view  of  all  the  facts,  I  see  no  objection  to  the  grant- 
ing of  a  license  to  Mrs.  Shultz.  So  far  as  the  ending  of 
the  controversy  is  concerned,  it  would  appear  that  the  con- 
test will  only  be  determined  by  your  action  in  the  premises. 
I  am  of  opinion  that  the  City  would  not  incur  any  liability 
to  persons  who  have  pledged  goods  with  Mr.  Rosenbaum, 
while  the  question  remains  unsettled;  but  in  the  state  of 
affairs  as  it  exists,  I  think  there  is  no  reason  to  refrain  from 
issuing  a  license  without  further  delay.  On  the  contrary, 
it  would  seem  to  be  desirable  in  the  interests  of  those  per- 
sons who  have  dealt  with  Mr.  Eosenbaum  that  an  early 
disposition  of  the  matter  should  be  made.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  communication  of 
Mr.  J.  Hampton  Moore,  Secretary,  dated  May  24,  trans- 
mitting a  letter  to  vourself  from  Messrs.  Monaghan  &  Phil- 
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lips,  attomevs  for  tiie  widow  of  Cliarles  S.  Rosenbaum, 
relative  to  tlie  application  of  Harriet  G.  Sliultz  for  a  pawn- 
broker's license  at  jSTo.  4219  Gennantown  avenue. 

To  your  inquiry  whether  the  letter  of  Messrs.  Mona- 
ghan  &  Phillips  "tends  in  any  way  to  modify  the  opinion 
given  yesterday  in  favor  of  the  issuing  of  a  license  to  Mrs. 
Harriet  G.  Shultz,"  I  can  only  say  that  perhaps  courtesy 
to  counsel  for  Mrs.  Rosenbaum  may  require  that  they 
should  be  given  a  hearing  as  requested,  before  action  shall 
be  taken  upon  the  application  of  Mrs.  Shultz  for  the 
license  and  wherein  Mr.  Messemer,  the  attorney  for  Mrs. 
Shultz  should  be  given  an  opportunity  to  attend.  If  it 
appear  that  conflicting  applications  are  made  for  this  license 
by  the  two  persons  concerned,  proper  cousideration  should 
be  given  to  the  representations  made  on  behalf  of  each; 
or,  if  any  valid  reasons  should  be  made  to  appear  why  the 
license  to  Mrs.  Shultz  should  not  be  granted,  even  though  ■ 
Mrs.  Rosenbaum  be  not  an  applicant  for  the  licenee,  this 
should  also,  of  course,  be  given  such  weight  as  it  seems  to 
demand.  Upon  several  matters  of  fact  the  letters  from 
the  respective  counsel  are  directly  at  issue.  Thus,  Mr. 
Messemer  states  that  the  lease  of  the  premises  is  in  the 
name  of  Mrs.  Shultz  and  that  she  is  the  owner  of  the  per- 
sonal property  thereon,  etc.  Messrs.  Mon.aghan  &  Phil- 
lips, on  the  other  hand,  claim  that  Mrs.  Rosenbaum  was 
the  lessee.  Which  is  right  and  what  importance  is  to  be 
attributed  to  these  and  other  disputed  facts  you  will  be  in 
£L  position  to  detennine  after  hearing  the  parties.

I  note,  however,  that  you  say  "it  would  be  impracti- 
cable to  attempt  to  distribute  it  amongst  the  inmates  to 
whom  the  money  at  interest  belonged." 

If  this  be  so  I  think  you  should  pay  the  interest  into^  the 
City  Treasury.

My  Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquir)^  of  May 2 8, asking  upon 
what  date  "a  prisoner  should  be  released  who  was  sentenced 
on  May  2,  1900,  to  30  days  imprisonment,  pay  cost  of  pros- 
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ecution,  and  stand  committed  until  judgment  be  ±ully  com- 
plied with,"  I  reply  that  by  Act  of  June  20,  1883,  Sec- 
tion 1,  i\  L.  130,  it  is  provided  as  follows: 

"AVhere  by  any  existing  law  or  rule  of  court,  or  by  any 
"law  or  rule  of  court  that  may  hereafter  be  enacted  and 
"made,  the  performance  or  doing  of  any  act,  duty,  matter, 
"payment  or  thing  shall  be  ordered  aud  directed,  and 
"where  any  court  sluill  by  special  or  other  order,  direct  the 
"performance  or  doing  of  any  act,  matter,  pajanent,  «en- 
"tence  or  decree,  and  the  period  of  time  or  duration  for 
"the  pcrforinance  or  doing  thereof  shall  be  prescribed  and 
"fixed,  such  time  in  alj  cases  shall  be  so  computed  as  tO' 
"exclude  the  first  and  include  the  last  days  of  any  such 
"prescribed  or  fixed  period,  or  duration  of  time:  Provided^ 
"That  whenever  the  last  day  of  any  such  period  shall  fall 
"on  Sunday,  or  on  any  day  made  a  legal  holiday  by  the 
"laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  of  the  Fnited  States,  such 
"day  shall  be  omitted  from  the  computatioin,  And  pro- 
"vided,  That  this  Act  shall  not  ap]>ly  to  the  payment  of 
"negotiable  })aper." 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  fii'st  day  of  com- 
putation in  the  case  stated  by  you  would  be  May  3,  and  as 
May  has  31  days,  the  30th  day  of  imprisonment  would  fall 
upon  June  1,  a  discharge  of  the  prisoner  would  therefore 
be  legally  made  on  the  last  named  day,  to  wit,  June  1,  if 
the  sentence  were  in  other  respects  complied  with,  or  the 
provisions  thereof  dispensed  with  under  operation  of  law. 

To  your  oral  inquiry  as  to  the  hour  of  discharge,  I  would 
suggest  that  you  follow  such  course  as  may  be  most  consist- 
ent with  the  dictates  of  humanity  and  convenience,  and 
that  you  would  be  justified  in  making  the  discharge,  say» 
at  sunset  (tn  the  last  day  of  the  sentence,  as  above  indicated-

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  of  May  1(5  regarding  the 
proper  course  to  be  pursued  in  relation  to  the  final  estimate 
for  sewer  in  Brown  street,  between  Thirty-eighth  and 
Thirty-ninth  streets,  I  reply  as  follows: 

You  state  that  the  City  of  Philadelphia  entered  into  a 
contract  with  Mr.  John  Morrison  for  constructing  a  branch 
sewer  upon  the  street  named  which  required  a  very  careful 
system  of  shoring  and  sheathing  on  the  part  of  the  con- 
tractor to  avoid  damage  to  adjacent  property,  and  that  it 
is  alleged  that  property  was  damaged  by  reason  of  the  con- 
struction of  the  sewer,  said  damage  being  caused  by  break- 
age due  to  incomplete  shoa'ing  and  heavy  rain  storms  which 
washed  out  portions  of  the  sewer;  that  damages  have  been 
claimed  therefor  against  the  contractor  and  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  and  that  suits  have  been  entered  against  said 
parties  upon  those  claims  for  amounts  in  excess  of  the  final 
estimate  upon  the  work,  the  amount  of  which  final  estimate 
is  now  due. 

You  ask  whether  your  department  would  be  justified  in. 
"withholding  from  the  contractor  the  balance  due  under 
this  contract  until  a  settlement  of  these  claims  is  reached, 
or  whether  you  should  require  the  contractor  to  file  a  bond 
to  indemnify  the  City  before  paying  to  him  the  amount  of 
the  said  estimate. 

From  the  copy  of  the  form  of  the  contract  in  question 
which  was  transmitted  by  you,  I  find  provided  therein  that 
"The  said  party  of  the  second  part  further  contracts  and 
agrees  to  properly  enclose  the  said  w6rk,  and  to  place  sig- 
nal lights  thereon  all  night  when  and  where  necessary,  and 
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to  he  respoiisil.'lc  for  and  }ta_v  all  kiss  or  damage  to  either 
person  or  j)ro]xit_v  wliicdi  may  in  any  iiianucr  arise  by  rea- 
son of  the  prosecution  of  the  said  work  during  the  progress 
of  the  same,  and  in  case  of  the  happening  of  such  loss  or 
damage  the  amount  thereof  may  be  retained  by  the  said 
])arty  of  tlic  first  part  out  of  the  payment  due  or  to  grow 
due  hereunder." 

In  Clause  4  of  the  specifications  the  following  appears: 
^'The  trenches  must  in  all  cases  wliere  required  be  properly 
and  securely  shored,  and  where  ordered  close  sheathing  must 
be  driven  in  advance  of  the  excavation.  Tlie  sheathing 
shall  be  driven  to  such  depth  as  directed,  and  shall  be  made 
in  all  particulars  satisfactoiy  to  tlic  Chief  Engineer, 
tongued  and  grooved,  if  so  ordered.  All  shoring  and 
sheathing  shall  be  left  in  place,  unless  directed  to  be  drawn. 
ISTo  extra  charge  shall  be  allowed  for  this  in  any  case." 

Under  the  heading  "l^amages"  in  the  specifications  it 
IS  provided  as  follows:  "Tlie  contractor  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  all  injury  to  water  pipes^  gas  pipes,  electrical  con- 
duits, or  other  structures  met  with  in  prosecution  of  the 
work,  and  shall  be  liable  for  damages  to  public  or  private 
property  resulting  therefrom,  which  amounts  may  be  de- 
ducted from  any  estimate  due  him.  .  .  .  Tlie  con- 
tractor shall  assume  all  resjionsibility  for  loss,  damage  or 
injury  to  persons  or  property  arising  out  of  the  nature  of 
the  work,  from  the  action  of  the  elements,  or  for  any  un- 
foreseen or  unusual  difiiculties.  Tlie  contractor  agrees  to 
indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  rublie  AVorks  and  his 
assistants  from  all  suits  or  actions  of  every  name  and  de- 
scription brought  against  them  or  either  of  them  for  or  on 
account  of  use  of  patented  rights,  and  any  damages  or  in- 
juries reeeivetl  or  sustained  by  any  party  or  parties  by  or 
from  the  contractor,  his  agents  or  servants,  in  the  pcrform- 
iince  of  the  work  under  this  agreement.  The  contractor 
turther  agrees  that  all  or  so  much  of  the  moneys  due  him 
under  this  agreement  as  shall  or  may  be  considered  neces- 
sary by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
shall  or  may  be  retained  by  him  until  all  such  suits  or 
claims  shall  have  been  settled,  and  evidence  to  that  effect 
furnished  to  his  satisfaction." 
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From  the  foregoing  language  of  tlie  contract  and  speci- 
fications it  is  clear  that  your  department  would  be  justified 
in  "withholding  from  the  contractor  the  amount  of  final 
estimate  of  money  due  him  until  settlement  of  the  claims 
to  which  you  refer,  or  if  such  siim  be  paid  him,  to  require 
an  adequate  and  responsible  bond  of  indemnity  before 
making  said  payment.  The  latter  course  Avould  appear  to 
be  sufficient  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  City.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  whether  the  City  would  be 
justified  in  making  out  assessment  bills  against  properties 
abutting  upon  a  sewer  constructed  under  Ordinance  of 
June  29,  1899,  upon  Sixth  street,  from  Arch  street  to  main 
sewer  north  of  Summer  street,  I  reply  as  follows: 

From  your  communication  it  appears  that  under  Ordi- 
nances of  July  11,  1833,  and  May  22,  1851,  sewers  were 
built  upon  the  street  mentioned,  which  have  been  replaced 
by  the  sewer  constructed,  as  stated  above,  under  the  Ordi- 
nance of  June  29,  1899,  the  latter  being  deeper  than  the 
old  ones,  and  the  properties  connected  with  the  old  sewer 
being  re-connected  with  the  new  one  at  the  time  of  the 
construction  thereof;  that  there  is  no  evidence  as  to 
whether  the  abutting  property  owners  were  assessed  for 
the  old  sewers. 

Upon  the  facts  above  stated,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
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City  has  not   the  authority  to  make   out   assessment  bills 
against  the  abutting-  property.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  favor  en(«losing  the  draft  of  a  pro- 
posed ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  directing  and  re- 
quiring the  use  of  tlie  uniou  label  of  the  Allied  Printing

Trades  Council  uf  IMiiladelphia  and  the  vicinity  on  all 
printed  matter,  blank  books,  etc.,  used  by  the  City  of  Phil- 
adelphia, Pennsylvania,"  the  purport  of  which  sufficiently 
appears  from  its  title,  I  rejily  that  as  to  its  legality,  under 
the  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  Section  6  (P.  L.  233),  municipal 
printing,  etc.,  is  required  to  be  done  under  contract  by  "the 
lowest  responsible  bidder,"  and  wherever  the  same  or  simi- 
lar requirements  have  coine  before  the  Courts  for  interpre- 
tation, it  has  been  held  that  the  letting  of  municipal  con- 
tracts should  be  without  any  qualifications  or  discrimina- 
tion whatever  as  to  the  bidding  thereon.  Thus,  in  Frame 
vs.  Felix  ct  al,  167  Pa.,  47,  it  was  held  that  the  specifi- 
cations of  a  municipal  contract  obliging  the^  contractor  to 
employ  no  one  except  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  to 
pay  no  less  than  a  certain  amount  of  daily  wages,  was  in 
conflict  with  the  clause  of  the  Act  of  May  23,  1889,  which 
required  work  in  cities  of  the  third  class  to  be  let  to  the 
lowest  responsible  bidder.  So  in  McDonough  vs.  Wash- 
ington Borough,  20  C.  C.  Reps.,  345,  the  awarding  of  a 
contract  to  a  higher  bidder  instead  of  the  lowest  bidder, 
because  the  former  agreed  to  employ  home  labor  only,  was 
held  to  be  invalid,  and  therefore  was  enjoined. 

In  the  case  of  Elliott  vs.  Pittsburgh,  6  Dist.  Reports, 
455,  the  Court  held  the  law  to  be  that  an  ordinance  which 
provided  that  the  bids  should  be  subject  to  the  restriction 
that  the  "Building  Trades  Council"  of  the  city  should  des- 
ignate  the  workmen  to  ho  employed  under  the  contract  was 
invalid  and  violative  of  the  requirement  to  let  city  con- 
tracts to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder. 

In  view  of  these  authorities — and  I  have  been  unable  to 
find  any  to  the  contrary— I  am  constrained  to  advise  you 
that  however  beneficial  would  be  the  results  following  the 
passage  of  the  ordinance  concerning  which  you  inquire,  in 
my  opinion  the  provisions  of  the  said  ordinance  could  not 
be  sustained,  and  that  if  the  question  of  the  legality  thereof 
should  arise,  the  courts  would  hold  the  ordinance  to  be 
non-enforcible.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  of  June  5,  regard- 
ing the  transfer  of  a  Supei*vising  Principal  from  an  old 
school  to  one  in  course  of  erection,  by  vote  of  a  majority 
of  the  Sectional  Board,  without  compliance  with  the  for- 
malities prescribed  in  Article  6  of  the  By-Laws  of  the 
Board,  I  reply  that  the  Article  in  question  provides  for  the 
appointment  of  tellers,  the  use  of  ballots,  etc.,  only  where 
elections  of  teachers  and  othei-s  are  held. 

In  the  opinion  of  this  Department,  the  transfer  of  a 
teacher  from  one  school  to  another  is  not  an  election  within 
the  meaning  of  the  By-Laws,  and  the  forms  embraced  in 
Article  6  need  not  necessarily  be  followed  in  such  a  C9se. 
The  action  of  the  Board  to  which  you  refer,  would  there- 
fore seem  to  have  been  proper  and  valid.  When  a  suc- 
cessor to  the  teacher  transferred  shall  be  chosen,  the  pro- 
visions of  Article  6  will  properly  apply  to  such  election.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  communication  of  22d  inst., 
requesting  advice  and  instruction  with  relation  to  a  Deed  of 
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Dedication  for  the  bed  of  Sliijrpnack  street,  from  Jeffeiv 
son  to  Berdan  street.  You  state  therein  that  Sharpnack 
street  (then  Good  street),  from  Berdan  to  Jefferson  street, 
was  laid  out  and  opened  for  public  use  as^early  as  1840; 
was  plotted  on  the  confirmed  plan  of  the  City  on  March 
18,  1867,  and  that  the  title  to  all  of  the  property  on  both 
sides  of  the  said  street  between  the  streets  above  mentioned, 
is  now  vested  in  Sarah  B.  Greenhouse. 

You  are  advised  that  under  the  law  Sarah  B.  Greenhouse 
can  undoubtedly  dedicate  the  said  street,  the  title  to  the 
centre  thereof  is  appurtenant  to  the  ground  abutting  there- 
on as  laid  out  and  is  in  her.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  of  June  19,  rela- 
tive to  the  application  of  Mr.  B.  W.  Carskadden  to  have 
registered  certain  property  located  in  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, which  was  devised  to  him  under  the  will  of  his 
mother,  which  will  was  probated  and  registered  in  Dela- 
ware County  of  this  State,  I  reply  as  follows: 

It  appears  from  your  own  letter  and  that  of  Mr.  Cars- 
kadden, copy  of  which  you  enclose,  that  he  presented  with 
a  proper  description  of  the  real  estate  in  question  a  certi- 
fied copy  of  the  will  of  his  mother,  or  of  such  part  thereof 
as  covered  the  said  property,  together  with  a  certificate  of 
probate  thereof  from  the  Register  of  Wills  of  Delaware 
County;  that  registry  of  the  said  property  was  refused 
upon  the  ground  that  an  exemplification  of  the  will  should 
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first  be  placed  of  record  with  the  Kegister  of  Wills  of  this 
County.  You  thereupon  inquire  as  to  the  opinion  of  this 
department  upon  the  legal  aspectb.  of  the  matter. 

By  Act  of  Marcli  14,  18G5,  P.  L.  :J21,  boolv^  of  plans 
of  the  City  are  required  to  be  kept  by  the  Registry  Bureau. 
By  Section  4  of  the  same  Act  and  by  the  subsequent  Act 
of  March  29,  1867,  P.  L.  600,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  tlie 
sellei-s  or  purchaser  of  real  estate,  devisees  thereof,  the 
Sheriff  making  such  sales,  and  other  persons  taking  title, 
to  cause  a  description  of  the  property  so  transfen-ed  to  he 
furnished  to  the  Register  in  order  that  the  plans  may  be 
kept  in  proper  condition  so  as  to  represent  the  changes  tak- 
ing place  in  the  ownership  of  real  estate  embraced  within 
the  City.  It  seems  to  be  the  intention  of  these  Acts  to 
require  such  changes  to  be  noted  in  the  Registry  Depart- 
ment independent  of  any  pui*pose  upon  the  part  of  the 
vendor  or  purchaser  to  make  a  change  in  the  record  title. 
Thus,  while  it  is  usual  for  deeds  to  be  presented  to  the 
Registry  Bureau  by  the  Recorder  of  Deeds  for  that  pur- 
pose, the  law  makes  it  incumbent  npon  the  latter  only  when 
the  parties  shall  themselves  have  omitted  to  have  the  deed 
registered.  AVhile  it  is  obligatory  upon  the  latter  to  thus 
have  it  registered  in  your  Department,  it  is  entirely  volun- 
tary whether  they  shall  or  shall  not  record  their  deeds  in 
the  Recorder's  Office.  It  is  tiiie  that  the  law  provides  cer- 
tain benefits  to  follow  upon  the  recording  of  deeds,  but 
whether  or  not  the  parties  to  the  change  of  title  wish  to  take 
advantage  of  these  provisions,  is  a  matter  which  they  may 
decide  for  themselves. 

In  like  manner,  the  Act  of  April  23,  1889,  P.  L.  48, 
provides  that  where  a  last  will  and  testament  passes  title  to 
real  estate  in  any  other  county  than  that  in  which  it  is  pro- 
bated, an  exemplification  of  the  will  and  probate  may  be 
filed  in  the  county  where  the  real  estate  is  situated,  and 
shall  thereafter  have  the  effect  of  an  original  probate  for 
the  ])urposes  of  vesting  title,  of  evidence,  and  of  notice. 
While  this,  like  the  Acts  relative  to  the  recording  of  deeds, 
confei"s  certain  advantages  upon  following  the  course  pro- 
vided, it  does  not  make  it  obligatory  upon  the  devisee  thus 
to  file  an  exemplification  of  the  will  in  the  county  con- 
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taining  the  real  estate  affected.  The  duty  of  such  devisee^ 
as  of  a  grantee  under  a  deed,  is  to  present  the  proper  evi- 
dence to  the  Registry  Department  in  order  that  a  change 
of  ownership  of  the  real  estate  may  be  duly  registered. 
Whether  he  shall  record  his  title  thereto  in  the  Register  of 
Wills  office,  is  a  matter  within  his  own  volition. 

So  far  as  coucems  the  present  case,  I  think  that  if  Mr. 
Carskadden  present  to  the  Registry  Department  an  exem- 
plification of  the  entire  will  (not  a  part  thereof  only),  to- 
gether with  a  certificate  from  the  Register  of  Wills  of  Dela- 
ware County  of  this  State,  showing  that  the  same  has  been 
duly  probated  there,  such  an  exemplification  should  be 
properly  stamped  at  the  Registiw  Department,  and  the 
change  of  ownei-ship  created  by  the  will  should  be^  noted 
upon  the  City  plan. 

You  will,  of  course,  understand  that  this  applies  only 
in  case  of  a  certificate  of  probate  from  another  county  in 
this  State,  and  not  to  such  a  certificate  from  the  probate 
court  of  a  foreign  State.

Dear  Sir  : — Herewith  enclosed  is  a  copy  of  contract  and 
specifications  between  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  Robert 
S.  Johnston  and  others,  trading  as  Robert  S.  Johnston  and 
Company,  for  the  completion  of  the  Annex  to  the  Boys^ 
High  School,  which  you  have  foi-warded  me  with  re- 
quest for  the  opinion  of  this  Department  as  to  the  propriety 
{>f  sigTiing  the  same. 
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There  was,  as  you  will  renieinber,  a  foi-mer  coutract  for 
the  doing  of  this  work  aAvarded  to  one  George  W.  Stewart, 
in  December  of  1897.  At  that  time  only  a  poilion  of  the 
money  necessary  to  the  carrying  out  of  the  same  had  been 
appropriated.  Subsequently,  on  Februaiy  13,  1900,  the 
Board  of  Public  Education  adopted  a  resolution  rescinding 
the  said  contract  with  Mr.  Stewart,  and  on  May  1,  1900, 
it  awarded  the  present  contract  to  Messrs.  Johnston  tte  Com- 
pany, the  appropriation  at  this  date  being  sufficient  for  the 
perfonuance  of  the  same.  However,  whatever  the  merits 
of  the  controversy  as. to  Mr.  Stewart  may  have  been,  the 
Board  of  Education  in  the  exercise  of  its  discretion  decided 
to  rescind  his  contract.  This  was  a  matter  for  their  de- 
cision, and  it  is  now,  therefore,  to  be  assumed  that  in  order 
to  complete  the  work  it  was  necessary  that  a  new  contract 
should  be  entered  into.  Of  the  present  pro'poised  contrac- 
tors it  should  be  said  that  Mr.  Robei-t  S.  Johnston  has  at 
present  a  suit  pending  against  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for 
money  alleged  to  be  due  for  work  done  upon  the  main 
])uilding.  In  that  matter,  certain  allegations  of  irregulari- 
ties and  omissions  of  work  called  for  in  specifications  have 
been  made.  A  knowledge  of  facts  and  conditions  relating 
thereto,  liowever,  was  fully  known  to  several  active  mem- 
bers of  th(^  Board,  and  also  of  the  Committee,  before  the 
awarding  of  the  present  contract  to  Messrs.  Johnston  & 
Company,  and  being  a  matter  within  their  discretion  and 
for  which  they  are  responsible,  it  may  be  presumed  that 
they  have  deeaned  their  action  in  the  premises  to  be  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  City.  This  being  so,  there  is  no 
legal  objection  to  its  execution.

DEAii  Sir: — To  your  communicatioin  of  July  9,  relatijve 
to  the  exaction  of  a  penal  boind  for  the  protection  of  the 
creditors  of  the  Philadelphia  Steam  Heating  Company,  I 
reply  as  follows: 

I  gather  from  yooir  letter  that  in  1899  your  Board 
awarded  a  contract  amounting  to  $5,373  to  the  Philadel-

phia  Steam  Heating  Company  for  heating  plant  in  the 
Northeast  Grammar  School,  Sixth  Section.  Before  the 
said  contract  was  signed,  however,  the  Steam  Heating  Com- 
pany made  an  assignment  for  the  benefit  of  creditors  and 
the  City  Controller  refused  to  countersign  the  warrant  for 
the  work,  which  appears  to  have  been  completed  in  the 
absence  of  any  contract  whatever.  In  1900  Coimcils  made 
an  appropriation  of  $5,373  to  pay  the  Philadelphia  Steam 
Heating  Company  for  the  said  heating  plant,  which  was 
then  already  installed. 

In  view  of  these  facts  you  inquire  whether  the  Board 
of  Public  Education  is  required  to  exact  a  penal  bond  to 
protect  those  creditors  of  the  heating  company  who  have 
done  work  or  furnished  materials  about  the  said  plant,  be- 
fore drawing  a  waiTant  for  the  payment  of  the  amoimt  ap- 
propriated, as  stated  above,  by  Councils. 

The  ordinance  of  March  30,  1896  (p.  68),  provides  for 
the  entering  of  a  penal  bond  for  the  protection  of  sub-con- 
tractors and  persons  furnishing  materials  and  labor  for  pub- 
lic w^ork  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  where  such  work  shall 
be  done  under  a  contract  with  the  City.  The  terms  of  that 
ordinance  do  not  extend  to  a  case  where  the  work  was  done 
without  a  contract  therefor.  Assuming  the  facts  already 
stated  to  be  correct,  to  wit,  that  the  work  of  installing  the 
heating  plant  in  question  was  done  by  the  Philadelphia 
Steam  Heating  Company,  with  no  contract  for  the  same 
in  existence;  and  further,  assuming  that  no-  contract  for 
the  work  is  to  be  entered  into  before  a  warrant  shall  be 
drawm,  payment  of  the  amount  being  made  by  virtue 
merely  of  the  appropriation  of  Councils,  I  am  of  the  opin- 
ion that  the  ordinance  of  March  30,  1896,  is  not  applicable 
to  the  case,  and  that  no  penal  bond,  as  provided  for  there- 
in, should  be  required.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  relative  tO'  the  awarding  of 
a  contract  for  the  erection  of  a  school  house  at  Twenty- 
eighth  and  Huntingdon  streets,  I  reply  as  follows: 

It  appeal's  that  after  due  advertisement  bids  were  re- 
ceived for  the  construction  of  said  school  house,  the  lowest 
bidder  offering  to  do  the  work  for  the  sum  of  $75,616.00. 
The  amount  so  bid  being  below  that  set  aside  for  the  build- 
ing, without  further  advertisemeiit  supplementary  estimates 
from  the  bidders  were  invited  for  the  erection  of  the  school 
house  with  a  diiferent  and  more  expensive  kind  of  fire 
escape  than  that  originally  specified.     Of  the  revised  bids 
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thus  asked  for  tlie  lowest  was  $81,305.00,  and  the  lowest 
bidder  was  not  the  same  person  who  had  been  the  lowest 
under  the  fii-st  set  of  bids.  Upon  these  facts  you  request 
the  opinion  of  this  Department  whether  the  contract  should 
l)e  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder  under  the  second  set  of 
bids,  or  whether  new  bids  for  the  entire  work  should  be 
invited  bv  re-advertisement. 

The  Act  of  Assembly  and  regulations  of  Councils  there- 
under require  that  all  work  of  this  character  should  be 
publicly  advertised  and  awarded  to  ihe  lowest  responsible 
bidder,  and  no  exception  is  permitted  in  the  application  of 
the  law  thus  established. 

To  award  the  contract  in  the  present  instance  without 
iidvertising  for  bids  for  the  entire  work  to  be  done,  would 
not,  in  ni}'  opinion,  sufficiently  comply  with  these  provi- 
sions of  the  law.  I  would  therefore  advise  you  that  the 
proper  course  to  pursue  would  be  to  re-advertise  for  bids  for 
the  construction  of  the  school  house  with  the  fire  escapes 
;as  now  required  by  the  Board  of  Public  Education.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communicatioii  of  the  12th  inst., 
with  enclosure,  wherein,  you  say:  "I  herewith  enclose  copy 
of  letter  received  this  A.  M.,  notifying  me  of  the  selection 
of  Mr.  George  McCurdy  as  president  ])ro  tem.  of  the  Com- 
mission for  the  Erection  of  the  Public;  Buildings  during 
the  absence  of  Mr.  Samuel  C.  Perkins.  From  the  fact  that 
Mr.  George  McCurdy  is  President  of  Common  Council,  I 
am  constrained  to  ask  your  opinion  as  to  the  legality  of  his 
filling  the  two  positions  jointly,"  my  reply  is  as  follows: 
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Two  questions  may  be  said  to  arise  in  this  inquiry.  First : 
Is  the  President  of  Common  Council  as  a  member  of  the 
Commissioners  for  the  Erection  of  Public  Buildings,  quali- 
fied to  act  as  President  pro  tem.  of  said  Commission?  Sec- 
ond: If  so,  is  there  any  prohibition  in  the  law  which  would 
prevent  him  from  signing  warrants  drawn  by  the  direction, 
of  said  Commission  upon  the  City  Treasurer  in  payment 
of  the  obligations  due  by  said  Commission,  out  of  funds 
appropriated  by  Councils  for  the  purpose? 

The  Act  of  August  5,  1870,  Section  1  (P.  L.,  1871), 
creating  the  Public  Buildings  Commissions,  specifies  the 
Mayor  of  the  City,  and  the  Presidents  of  Select  and  Com- 
mon Councils,  together  with  eight  other  persons  by  name 
desigiiated,  as  "Commissioners  for  the  Erection  of  the  Pub- 
lic Buildings  *  *  *  who  shall  organize  within 
thirty  days  "  *  *  appoint  of  their  own  number 
a  President  *  *  *  do  all  other  acts  necessarj^  in. 
their  judgment  to  carry  out  the  intent  of  this  Act  in  rela- 
tion to  said  Public  Buildings;  and  fill  any  vacancies  which 
may  happen  by  death,  resignation  or  othenvise.     . 

A  body  having  the  authority  to  select  its  ofiiciais  may 
necessarily  designate  officers  to  act  temporarily  where  the 
regular  official  from  absence  or  other  cause  is  unable  to 
perform  the  duties  of  his  office.  Aside  from  this  authority, 
such  power  may  fairly  be  inferred  in  the  present  instance 
from  the  wording  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  creating  the 
Commissioners  for  the  Erection  of  the  Public  Buildings. 
The  Commission  is  comprised  of  the  persons  named  in  the 
Act  and  the  Mayor  and  Presidents  of  Select  and  Cormnon 
Councils.  They  were  to  organize  within  a  specified  time, 
etc.,  and  appoint  of  their  (yvm  number  a  President.  The* 
Act  neither  expressly  nor  by  implication  confines  the  se- 
lection of  the  President  to  those  other  than  the  Mayor  or 
the  Presidents  of  Councils,  nor  does  it  preclude  said  officials 
from  being  selected  for  the  place.  If  either  of  the  latter 
are  qualified  to  act  as  President,  it  cannot  be  contended 
that  they  lack  the  necessary  qualifications  to  act  as  Presi- 
dent pro  tem. 

While  the  Act  of  February  2,  1854,  Section  50  (P.  L., 
45)  provides  that  '^TvTo  member  or  members  of  Councils,. 
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whether  as  a  committee  or  otherwise,  shall  make  any  dis- 
bursement of  the  coi"porate  moneys,  nor  audit  the  accounts 
thereof,  nor  perform  any  other  executive  duty  wiiatever,'^ 
nevertheless  the  Act  of  1870  simply  provides  a  method  by 
which  the  Presidents  of  Councils  shall  became  members 
of  the  Building  Commission,  and  having  thereby  so  become 
such  members  of  that  body,  they  are  no  longer  acting 
therein  as  members  of  Councils,  but  are  clothed  with  all 
powers  and  privileges  equal  to  any  other  member  of  the 
Commission,  and  as  such,  in  my  opinion,  they  are  entitled 
to  do  all  acts  and  perfomi  all  duties  connected  therewith.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  relative  to  the  rights  of 
the  City  in  view  of  an  encroachment  upon  the  highway  at 
Ridge  avenue,  northeast  of  Markle  street,  I  reply  as  fol- 
lows: 

From  your  letter  it  appears  that  the  owners  of  propei'ty 
in  the  locality  in  question,  on  April  15,  1873,  executed  a 
deed  of  dedication  of  various  streets  in  that  vicinity,  in- 
cluding Ridge  avenue,  which  deed  was  duly  approved,  ac- 
cepted and  recorded;  that  oue  of  the  said  grantors  by  par- 
tition proceedings,  has  become  vested  with  the  title  in 
severalty  to  the  land  abutting  upon  the  highway  at  the 
place  mentioned;  that  ever  since  the  said  deed  of  dedica- 
tion, such  owner  or  his  predecessoi's  in  title,  have  main- 
tained a  fence  enclosing  five  feet  of  the  highway  so  dedi- 
cated, and  used  that  portion  thereof  for  their  private  pur-

poses.  You  ask,  "In  view  of  the  fact  that  tJiis  fence  has 
been  maintained  for  a  period  of  over  twenty-seven  years, 
and  that  the  five-foot  strip  of  ground  in  question  has  not 
been  used  by  the  public  during  that  time,"  whether  the 
removal  of  the  fence  back  to  the  line  of  the  street  as 
•originally  dedicated  can  now  be  enforced. 

In  the  case  of  Kopf  vs.  Utter,  101  Pa.,  27,  following 
earlier  cases  to  the  same  effect,  it  was  decided  that  the  title 
to  a  municipal  coi'poration  to  the  surface  of  its  streets  is 
paramount  and  exclusive,  and  that  no  private  occupancy 
■of  such  streets,  or  a  part  of  the  same,  for  whatever  time, 
whether  adverse  or  permissive,  can  vest  a  title  inconsistent 
with  that  of  the  puLlic. 

By  Act  of  May  9,  1889,  P.  L.,  17a,  it  was  provided: 
^'That  any  street,  lane  or  alley,  laid  out  by  any  person  or 
persons  in  any  village  or  town  plot  or  plan  of  lots,  on  lands 
owned  by  such  person  or  persons,  in  case  the  same  has  not 
been  opened  to,  or  used  by,  thei  public  for  twenty-one  years 
next  after  the  laying  out  of  the  same,  shall  be,  and  have  no 
force  and  effect  and  shall  not  be  opened,  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  land  on  which  the  same 
has  been,  or  shall  be,  laid  out." 

It  will  be  observed  that  this  statute  refers  only  to  tliose 
cases  of  implied  dedication  which  result  from  the  laying 
out  of  streets,  etc.,  upon  or  by  reference  to  town  plots  or 
plans  of  lots,  and  does  not  cover  the  case  of  an  express 
dedication  by  deed  properly  accepted  by  the  municipality. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  provisions  of  the  Act  do  not 
<^xtend  to  an  instance  like  the  present  one,  where  the  dedi- 
cation is  expressly  made  by  deed  from  the  owners,  and  that 
the  \aW  as  applicable  thereto  accords  wnth  that  declared  in 
the  case  above  cited. 

I  would  therefore  advise  you  that  upon  the  facts  stated 
in  your  communication,  the  removal  of  the  fence  back  to 
the  original  line  of  the  street  as  dedicated  to  the  City  can 
be  enforced.

That  the  state- 
ments are  true  may  be  inferred  from  the  fact  that  Mr. 
Magill,  as  the  assignee  for  the  benefit  of  the  creditors  of 
John  Bardsley,  and  upon  whom  rested  the  legal  obligation 
of  securing  possession  of  the  assets  of  Mr.  Bardsley's  estate, 
determined,  after  due  inquiry,  that  he  had  no  claim  upon 
the  silverware.

Dear  Snt: — Your  favor  of  the  Stli  inst.,  in  reference  to 
the  issuing  of  a  pawnbroker's  license  to  a  person  already 
holding  a  license  as  an  auctioneer,  received. 
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Au  auctioneer's  liceiise  is  granted  by  the  Stale,  and  a 
pawnbroker's  license  by  the  City.  The  ordinance  of  Janu- 
ary 19,  1856,  and  Febnmry  10,  1856,  regulate  tlie  issuing 
of  a  pawnbrokers  license.  Tlic  question  which  you  sub- 
mit to  me  is:  "Can  a  pawnbroker  be  privileged  uudeV  the 
law  to  act  as  his  own  anctioneer?" 

The  ordinance  of  1856  requires  all  goods  pledged  to  be 
sold  within  certain  times  at  public  auction,  after  due  notice, 
i^otliiug  in  the  ordinance  nor  in  the  Act  licensing  auction- 
eers prevents  an  auctioneer  from  being  also  a  pawnbroker. 
Indeed,  this  very  question  arose  in  the  case  of  Hunt  vs. 
City  of  Philadelphia,  35  Pa.  State  Reports,  page  277. 
James  Hunt  was  a  duly  licensed  auctioneer.  He  advanced 
money  on  goods  sent  to  him,  and  within  the  time  mentioned 
made  sale  of  those  goods  at  public  auction.  The  City  of 
Philadelphia  brought  suit  against  him  to  recover  the  pen- 
alty imposed  by  the  ordinance,  claiming  that  he  was  acting 
as  a  pa\vnbroker  without  a  license.  The  District  Court  of 
Philadelphia  sustained  this  position,  Judge  Stroud  saying: 

"The  defendant  has  obtained  from  the  Commonwealth 
a  proper  license  to  conduct  the  business  of  an  auctioneer. 
But  he  has  no  license  from  the  City  to  act  as  a  pawn- 
broker. It  is  manifest,  however,  from  the  case  stated,  that 
he  has  been  following  the  ordinary  business  of  a  pawn- 
broker. His  license  as  auctioneer  does  not  justify  him  in 
this.  The  two  businesses  may,  in  the  absence  of  any  statute 
rendering  them  incompatible,  be  carried  on  by  the  same 
individual  at  the  same  time.  But  a  license  for  each  is  an 
essential  prerequisite." 

This  judgment  was  sustained  by  the  Supreme  Ooui't.  I 
am  of  opinion  that  the  law  does  not  prevent  a  duly  licensed 
auctioneer  from  also  receiving  a  license  as  a  pawnbroker.

Tlie  contractor 
having  failed  to  proceed  with  the  constiiiction  of  the  build- 
ing in  the  specified  manner,  the  Surety  Company  proceeded 
with  its  construction!.  You  desire  to  know  in  what  manneir 
the  warrants  should  be  drawn  in  payment  of  the  work. 

If  you  are  satisfied  that  the  work  for  which  the  payments 
are  to  be  made  has  been  done  by  the  Surety  Company,  you 
can  draw  wan"ants  in  the  name  of  the  contractor  and  de- 
liver them  to  the  Surety  Company;  or  you  can  draw  war- 
rants in  the  name  of  the  Union  Surety  and  Guaranty  Com- 
pany, or  in  the  manner  suggested  by  Mr.  Kendrick,  namely, 
to  the  Union  Surety  and  Guaranty  Company  as  surety  for 
the  H.  C.  Nichols  Company.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  of  September  19th,  in 
which  you  state  that  the  poll  tax  collectors,  to  whom  writ- 
ten ordei"s  have  been  presented,  insist  that  they  should  be 
permitted  to  retain  such  orders  after  making  settlement  with 
your  Department  for  receipts  sold,  voided  and  returned; 
and  in  which  you  further  ask  whether  the  collectors  should 
be  permitted  so  to  retain  said  orders,  or  whether  they  should 
be  required  to  deliver  the  same  at  the  time  of  making  set- 
tlement, I  reply  that  I  understand  this  tO'  refer  to  written 
orders  upon  which  poll  tax  receipts  are  issued  when  the 
tax  is  not  personally  paid  by  those  whose  names  appear  in 
the  receipt. 

Such  orders  serving  as  the  authority  or  justification,  for 
the  collectors  in  issuing  the  receipts  they  may  properly  be 
retained  by  them  when  settlement  is  made  by 'them  witli 
vour  Department,  as  vouchers  for  their  acts.  In  the  set- 
tlement between  you  and  them,  however,  I  would  have 
some  memorandum  of  this  fact  made  of  record.

My  Dear  Sir: — In  answer  to  your  oral  inquiry  as  to- 
the  right  of  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  change 
the  nam6  of  the  lessee  in  a  certain  lease  of  an  armory  from 
that  of  'Infantry  Battalion  State  Fencibles,"  as  it  now  is,, 
to  "Companies  E,  K,  L  and  M,  Sixth  Regiment,  JSTational 
Guard  of  Pennsylvania,"  located  in  Philadelphia,  I  reply 
that  to  this  there  is  no  legal  objection,  provided  such  change 
is  justified  by  existing  facts,  which  facts,  however,  are 
wholly  a  matter  for  Councilmanic  finding. 

As  I  understand  it,  this  leasing  was  entirely  for  military 
purposes;  thiat  since  the  execution  of  the  present  lease  what 
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was  knoA\ai  then  as  the  State  Fencibles  Battalion,  composed 
of  four  companies,  and  designated  as  companies  A,  B',  C 
and  D  by  military  direction  of  the  State  anthorities  in 
those  matters,  has  been  assigned  to  the  Sixth  Regiment, 
and  are  now  known  as  Companies  E,  K,  L  and  M  of  that 
Regiment  of  the  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
which  said  four  companies  are  identical  with  companies 
formerly  known  as  A,  B,  C  and  D  of  State  Fencibles. 

If  these  facts  are  true,  what  is  requested  to  be  done 
would  seem  to  be  simply  a  change  of  name  and  not  of 
identity,  and  to  which  change,  as  I  have  said  above,  there 
is  no  valid  legal  reason  for  objection.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  of  the  2d  iust.,  in 
reference  to  the  City  Armory,  on  Broad,  below  Race  street, 
T  reply  as  follows: 

1.  The  ordinance  of  Jime  1(5,  1883,  authorizes  a  letting 
to  the  Infantry  Battalion  of  Stata  Fencibles,  National 
Guard  of  Pennsylvania. 

2.  Tlie  description  in  tlie  lease  of  said  Infantry  Battalion 
as  "a  body  coi-jjorate  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania"  cannot 
change  or  enlarge  the  teniis  of  the  ordinance  and  make  the 
letting  to  other  than  a  certain  organization  which  was  a 
part  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  State. 

3.  By  order  of  the  military  authorities  the  said  Infantry 
Battalion  of  State  Fencibles  was  merged  in  the  Sixth  Regi- 
ment, National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania,  and  thereby  lost 
its  identity. 
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4.  Even  before  said  merger,  the  said  Infantry  Battalion 
could  not  have  let  the  Armory  to  the  Sixth  Regiment,  or 
to  any  other  organization,  or  to  any  person  or  persons, 
-without  the  consent  of  Councils,  it  being  so  pro-saded  in  the 
lease. 

5.  The  lessee  organization  being  no  longer  in  existence, 
and  the  building  being  without  an  authorized  occupant, 
the  City,  as  the  owner  of  the  property,  has  the  right  to 
protect  it  against  trespass  on  the  part  of  any  one. 

6.  Coal  and  gas  cannot  be  furnished  to  the  Sixth  Regi- 
ment under  an  appropriation  to  the  State  Fencibles. 

7.  If  it  is  desired  that  the  Sixth  Regiment  shall  occupy 
the  building,  a  new  lease  can  be  authorized  by  Councils, 
and  the  appropriation  for  coal  and  gas  be  changed  to  meet 
the  new  situation.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  communication  of  a  recent 
date,  asking  my  opinion  concerning  a  certain  bond  of  the 
People's  Passenger  Railway  Company  for  $1,000,  now  in 
the  hands  of  the  Superintendent  of  Police.  It  appears 
from  your  communication  that  one  Edward  Cudden  claims 
to  have  found  this  bond;  that  he  placed  it  in  the  hands  of 
a  broker  for  three  months  with  instructions  to  sell  it;  that 
no  sale  was  effected  because  it  seems  the  bond  was  not  ne- 
gotiable; that  Cudden,  some  time  in  November,  1899,  at- 
tempted to  sell  it  to  Hany  Rosenberg,  a  pawnbroker,  No. 
4212  Lancaster  avenue;  that  Rosenberg  did  not  buy,  but 
notified  the  police ;  that  Chidden  thereupon  turned  the  bond

over  to  the  Bureau  of  Police,  receiving  tlicrefor  a  receipt 
from  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Superiuterideiit  of  Police;  that 
it  does  not  appear  that  at  any  time  Cudden  made  any  de- 
temiined  effort  to  find  the  owner;  that  Cudden's  counsel 
now  demands  that  the  bond  be  returned  to  him.  In  con- 
cluding your  communication  you  say:  "Of  course,  you  will 
understand  that  there  does  not  seem  to  have  been  any  re- 
quest from  anybody  to  look  after  this  bond,  nor,  as  far  as 
I  know,  has  it  been  advertised  as  lost.  The  Bureau  of 
Police  does  not  desire  to  hold  the  bond  any  longer  than  is 
necessary  to  protect  the  Superintendent  of  Police,"  and  ask 
my  opinion  "whether  this  bond  should  be  given  up  to  the 
finder,  under  the  circumstances." 

Upon  the  facts  set  forth  in  3'our  communication,  I  would 
say  that  in  my  opinion  the  Superintendent  of  Police  is 
under  no  obligation  to  hold  the  bond  any  longer,  i^o  in- 
formation of  the  loss  has  been  lodged  with  him  by  the 
<3wnei'.  He  has  had  it  in  his  possession  nearly  a  year,  and 
has  not  been  able  to  find  the  owner.  The  only  person, 
under  the  law,  who  has  any  title  toi  the  bond,  except  the 
true  owner,  is  the  finder,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  Su- 
perintendent will  be  justified  in  turning  the  bond  over  to 
him,  and  so  advise.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  connnunieation  transmitting  letter 
from  John  M.  Walton,  Esq.,  City  Controller,  to  (Jeorge 
McCurdy,  Esq.,  President  of  Common  Council,  relative  to 
fees  of  the  City  Treasurer,  together  with  tlu'  reply  of  Clay- 
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ton  McMiehael,  Esq.,  City  Treasurer,  and  requesting 
tliereon  the  opinion  of  this  Department,  I  answer  as  fol- 
lows: 

The  claim  of  the  City  Controller  as  stated  in  said  letter 
is  that  the  City  Treasurer  should  be  charged  with  the  sum 
of  $25,112.07  in  addition  to  the  amount  admitted  by  the 
Treasurer  to  be  due  by  him.  to  the  Qity,  and  which  sum 
is  arrived  at  by  the  following  figures:

The  comanissions  set  forth  herein,  amounting  to  $21,- 
352.08,  are  claimed  as  a  portion  of  the  1  per  cent,  allowed 
the  County  Treasurer  for  collection  of  personal  property 
tax  due  the  State  by  virtue  of  the  Acts  of  March  25,  1831, 
Section  8,  P.  L.,  208,  and  June  11,  1840;  Section  40,  P. 
L.,  214.  The  amount  paid  into  the  State  Treasury  upon 
which  the  said  commissions  are  computed  consists  partly 
of  moneys  collected  by  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  of  this  county 
and  paid  into  the  City  Treasury,  to  be  by  the  City  Treas- 
urer paid  over-  tO'  the  State  Treasurer,  and  partly  of  certain 
moneys  appropriated  b}'  Councils  to  meet  the  defipiency  in 
the  amount  settled  against  the  City  or  county  as  due  to  the 
State  by  the  Auditing  Department  of  the  Commonwealth 
for  the  respective  years  1898  and  1899. 

The  penalties  above  referred  to,  amounting  to  $3,759.99, 
are  those  allowed  to  the  County  Treasurer  under  various 
Acts  of  Assembly  regulating  the  collection  of  mercantile 
taxes  as  a  compensation  for  his  services  in  making  such  col- 
lection. 

Considering  first  the  question  of  these  commissions,  it  is 
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provided  by  Article  5,  Section  14,  of  the  Constitution  of 
this  State,  that  "the  compensation  of  county  officers  shall 
be  regulated  by  law,  and  all  county  officers  who  are  or  may 
be  salaried,  shall  pay  all  fees  which  they  may  be  author- 
ized to  receive,  into  the  treasury  of  the  county  or  State, 
iis  may  be  directed  by  law.  In  counties  containing  over  one 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  inliabitants,  all  county  officers 
shall  be  paid  by  salary;  and  the  salary  of  any  such  officer 
and  his  clerks,  heretofore  paid  by  fees,  shall  not  exceed 
the  aggregate  amount  of  fees  earned  during  his  term  and 
•collected  by  or  for  him." 

Section  1  of  the  Act  of  March  31,  1876,  P.  L.,  13,  an 
Act  which  was  passed  for  the  pui-jDose  of  cai-rying  this  con- 
stitutional provision  into  effect,  provides:  "That  in  all  coun- 
ties in  this  Commonwealth  containing  over  one  hundred 
iind  fifty  thousand  inhabitants,  all  fees  limited  and  ap- 
pointed by  law  to  be  received  by  each  and  every  county 
officer  therein  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  their  re- 
spective counties,  or  appointed  according  to  law,  or  which 
they  shall  legally  be  authorized,  required  or  entitled  to 
<^harge  or  receive,  shall  belong  to  the  county  in  and  for 
Avliich  they  are  severally  elected  or  appointed;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  each  of  said  officers  to  exact,  collect  and  re- 
ceive all  such  fees  to  and  for  the  use  of  their  respective 
counties,  except  such  taxes  and  fees  as  are  levied  for  the 
State,  which  shall  be  to  and  for  the  use  of  the  State;  and 
none  of  said  officers  shall  receive  for  his  own  use,  or  for 
any  use  or  purpose  whatever  except  for  the  use  of  the 
proper  county  or  for  the  State,  as  the  case  may  be,  any  fees 
for  any  official  services  whatsoever." 

By  Section  15  of  the  same  Act,  it  was  further  provided: 
"The  salaries  fixed  and  provided  by  the  foregoing  provi- 
sions, shall  be  in  lieu  of  all  or  any  moneys,  fees,  perquisites 
•or  mileage  which  are  or  may  hereafter  be  received  by  any 
officer  named  in  this  Act;  and  all  said  moneys,  fees,  mile- 
age or  perquisites  received  by  any  of  them  as  compensa- 
tion, fees  or  perquisites,  from  any  source  whatever,  shall 
in  all  cases  belong  to  the  county,  and  shall  be  paid  into  the 
"treasury  (except  where  required  to  be  paid  to  the  State),  as 
provided  in  this  Act." 
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In  1887  this  question  as  to  whether  the  commission  upon 
the  personal  property  tax  collected  in  this  City  (the  same 
commissions  which  we  are  her©  considering)  could  be  re- 
tained by  the  City  Treasurer  as  against  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, was  raised  in  a  suit  brought  on  behalf  of  the  City 
in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  No.  1  against  Messrs.  Mar- 
tin and  Irvine,  former  Treasurers,  to  recover  the  amount 
of  the  commissions  retained  by  them  during  their  respect- 
ive tenure  of  office.  Judge  Allison,  in  an  elaborate  opin- 
ion in  this  case,  held  that  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
March  31,  1876,  were  only  applicable  to  funds  collected  by 
the  Treasurer  as  representative  of  the  City  and  county, 
at  least  so  far  as  the  City  was  entitled  to  raise  the  question : 
tliat  in  the  collection  of  personal  property  tax  the  City 
Treasurer  acted  not  as  the  representative  of  the  City,  but 
as  representing  the  Commonwealth;  that,  therefore,  the 
City  could  not  maintain  its  action  to  recovei:  the  said  com- 
missions, and  judgment  consequently  was  rendered  in  favor 
of  the  defendants.  This  judgment  was  affirmed  by  the 
Supreme  Court  in  a  per  curiam  opinion  rendered  April 
22,  1889. 

At  the  time  the  decision  in  Pliila.  vs.  Martin  and  Irvine 
was  rendered,  it  is  to  be  distinctly  noted  that  all  moneys 
collected  for  personal  property  tax,  less  said  commissions, 
were  payable  into  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth,  and 
thereupon  were  retained  for  the  use  of  the  State,  and  no- 
portion  thereof  was  tO'  be  returned  to  the  City  of  Phila- 
dlphia.  Since  then,  however,  by  virtue  of  the  Act  of  June 
1,  1889,  P.  L.,  20,  as  amended  by  the  Act  of  June  8,  1891, 
P.  L.  229,  it  is  provided  that  of  the  amount  of  taxes  paid 
into  the  State  Treasury  based  upon  the  return  of  property 
subject  to  taxation  for  State  purposes,  three-fourths 
thereof  shall  be  returned  to  the  respective  counties  in  which 
they  are  collected.  But  while  Section  16,  of  the  said  Act 
of  June  8,  1891,  has  thus  provided  for  the  repayment  to 
the  county  of  three-fourths  of  the  net  amount  of  taxes,  the 
17th  Section  of  the  Act  of  June  1,  ]889,  a  section  in  the 
Act  of  1889  which  remains  unaltered  by  the  amending 
act  of  June  8,  1891,  allows  city  or  county  treasurers  to  re- 
tain for  their  own  use  from  the  gross  sums  of  money  paid 
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into  the  State  Treasury,  the  commissions  prescribed  by  the 
laws  at  that  time  in  force  by  a  proviso  relating  thereto 
in  the  following  languag-e:  "That  city  or  county  treasurers 
shall  be  permitted  to  retain  for  their  own  use  from  the  gross 
sum  of  money  paid  by  them  into  the  State  Treasury  the 
commissions  named  and  prescribed  by  existing  laws." 

This  change  in  the  final  title  to  the  funds  collected  for 
personal  i)roperty  tax  in  the  particular  that  instead  of  said 
taxes  belonging  wholly  to  the  State  as  thei-etofore,  by  the 
law  as  altered,  three-fourths  thereof  were  to  be  returned 
to  the  city,  may  affect  the  question  whether  or  not  thei  city 
is  entitled  to  receive  three^fourths  of  the  commissions  re- 
tained by  the  City  Treasurer  out  of  the  State  Treasury 
when  paying  over  the  funds  so  collected. 

In  the  case  of  Pittsburg  /•«.  Anderson,  194  Pa.,  72,  the 
main  question  was,  whether  the  City  Treasurer  of  Pitts- 
burg was  entitled  to  retain  for  his  own  use  as  against  the 
city,  commissions  upon  the  share  of  the  liquor  license  fees 
given  by  the  Acts  of  1887  and  1891  to  the  city,  and  it  was 
held  therein  that  as  he  received  a  fixed  salary  he  was  not 
entitled  to  retain  such  commissions,  but  must  accomnt  for 
them  to  the  city  of  Pittsburg.  Tliat  case  is  in  large  meas- 
ure analogous  to  the  one  we  are  considering  here,  differing 
principally  in  the  fact  that  the  share  of  tlie  liquor  license 
to  which  the  cit}'  was  entitled  was  payable  directly  to  the 
city,  and  not,  as  in  the  present  case,  first  into  the  State 
Treasury  to  be  returned  by  it  to  the  City  Treasurer.  The 
fact  that  the  city's  share  of  license  fees  in  the  Anderson 
case  was  not  payable  primarily  into  the  State  Treasury, 
but  accountable,  in  the  firet  instance  to  the  city,  was  ad- 
verted to  as  in  part  the  rcasoii  for  the  decision  of  the  court. 

The  further  law  bearing  upon  this  subject  is  the  Act  of 
June  6,  1893  (P.  L.,  340),  whereby  it  is  provided:  "That 
all  fees  and  commissions  now  allowed,  received  or  collectible 
by  the  treasurer  of  any  county,  co-extensive  in  boundary 
with  a  city  of  the  first  class,  for  ser^aee  rendered  by  him  in 
the  receipt,  collection,  payment  and  disbursement  of  reve- 
nue for  or  on  behalf  of  this  Connnon wealth,  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  repealed  and  abolished." 

This  Act  was  considered  by  Judge    McPherson    while 
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•Judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Dauphin  county, 
in  the  case  of  Commonwealth  vs.  McMichael,  in  whicli  suit 
was  brought  by  the  Commonwealth  against  Mi*.  McMichael 
as  Treasurer  of  Philadelphia  county  to  receover  commis- 
sions upon  personal  property  tax  retained  by  him,  and 
which  by  the  settlement  of  the  officers  of  the  Common- 
wealth it  was  held  that  he  should  have  paid  into  the  State 
Treasury.  In  this  case,  from  which  there  has  been  taken 
no  appeal,  the  Court  held  that  the  said  Act  of  June  6, 
1893,  was  invalid.  The  question  whether  said  Act  was 
constitutional  as  being  within  the  category  of  forbidden 
local  or  special  legislation  was  raised,  but  not  decided.  The 
Court  ruled  in  favor  of  the  defendant  upon  the  ground  that 
the  act  is  local  or  special  in  character,  and,  therefore,  should 
have  been  published  in  the  locality  affected  before  its  pas- 
sage, as  required  by  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution. 
The  case  was  not  seemingly  contested  by  the  Common- 
wealth, which  in  its  statement  of  facts  expressly  admitted 
the  fact  of  non-publication,  the  learned  Court  saying  in  the 
•opinion  filed:  "The  Commonwealth  made  no  oral  argu- 
ment and  submitted  no  brief,  conceding  that  the  Act  could 
not  be  sustained."  The  interest  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia as  distinct  from  the  interest  of  Mr.  McMichael  was 
not  represented,  having  had  no  notice  of  the  proceedings. 

It  is  the  settled  law  that  the  courts  mil  conclusively  pre- 
sume a  statute  duly  2>assed  b}^  the  Legislature  to  have  been 
properly  published  where  publication  is  necessary,  and  that 
whether  or  not  it  is  so  published,  will  not  be  inquired  into 
by  those  tribunals.  It  is  obvious,  for  these  reasons,  that  the 
decision  in  the  case  of  Commonwealth  vs.  McMichael  is 
not  binding  upon  any  other  than  the  immediate  parties  to 
the  suit,  to  wit,  the  Commonwealth  upon  the  one  part,  and 
Mr.  McMichael,  as  an  individual^  upon  the  other;  and  the 
■question  of  the  constitutionality  of  the  said  Act  has  not 
therefore  been  passed  upon  as  to  affect  the  rights  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  and  as  to  them  it  must  still  be  regarded 
as  an  open  question. 

As  to  the  penalties  to  whicli  the  City  Controller  refeot^ 
in  his  communication,  they  are  provided  for  by  the  Acts 
<of  Assembly  regulating  the  collection  of  mercantile  taxes. 
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and  have  been  al](j\vt'(l  under  those  acts  to  be  retamed  for 
tlie  peKonal  use  of  the:  Treasurer  as  a  eouipensatiou  for  his 
^services  in  making  collections  from  delinquents.  The  ques- 
tion as  to  the  disposition  of  these  penalties,  however,  was 
]-aised  in  a  communication  to  this  Department  from  Jacob 
-7.  Seeds,  Esq.,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Conmiittee  of 
( 'ouncils  in  1896,  and  in  the  opinion  rendered  on  December 
JTtli  of  that  year,  in  answer  thereto  (City  Solicitor's  Opin- 
ions, 189(5,  page  238),  it  was  held  that  such  penalties  are 
jtayable  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

The  said  Act  of  June  6,  1893,  above  referred  to,  is  doubt- 
less broad  enough,  however,  to  cover  the  penalties  referred 
to  as  well  as  comirdssions,  if  such.  Act  shall  finally  be  held 
to  be  constitutional  and  valid.  In  so  far  as  concerns  the 
said  penalties,  I  am  obliged  to  say  that  this  Department 
sees  no  reason  to  alter  the  opinion  communicated  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  on  the  date  above 
mentioned. 

In  conclusion:  it  may  be  said  that  the  entire  subject  in 
fontroversj  between  the  City  Controller  and  the  City  Treas- 
urer raises  several  unsettled  questions,  which  may  be  gen- 
"I'rally  stated  to  be  as  follows: 

1.  Whether,  in  view  of  the  three-fourths  ownei'ship 
which  the  City  now  has  in  the  personal  property  tax  col- 
lected within  its  limits,  it  is  not  so  far  interested  therein  as 
to  entitle  it  to  a  pro  rata  share  of  the  commissions  hereto- 
fore received  by  the  City  Treasurer  for  the  collection  of 
such  tax. 

2.  Whether  the  Act  of  June  6,  1893,  is  a  valid  and  con- 
stitutional statute,  and  what  effect  the  provisions  of  that 
statute,  if  it  be  operative,  would  have  upon  the  matters  in 
issue. 

3.  Whether  the  City  of  Philadelphia  can  recover  from 
the  City  Treasurer  its  proportional  share  of  the  said  commis- 
sions, as  well  as  the  amount  of  the  penalties  referred  to, 
iifter  settlement  has  been  made  between  the  City  Treas- 
urer and  the  officials  of  the  Ccmimonwealth. 

Regarding  these  propositions,  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  advise 
that  such  proceedings  should  he  had  as  to  place  these  sev- 
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eral  questions  in  the  way  of  definite  settlement  by  the  ad- 
judication of  the  proper  courts.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  of  November  19tli, 
relative  to  the  extension  of  the  Wingohocking  Main  Sewer. 
I  reply  as  follows: 
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1  gather  from  the  iiifonnation  voii  send  me,  that  in  the 
extension  of  said  sewer  the  line  passes  through  the  nursery 
of  Thomas  Meehan  &  Sons,  and  that  an  appraisement  has 
been  made  of  the  vahie  of  the  nursery  stock,  within  the 
lines  staked  out,  which  Messrs.  Meehan  A:  Sons  iind  it  in- 
advisable to  move;  that  compensation  will  be  asked  by  the 
latter  for  the  removal  of  the  stock  in  connection  with  the 
:sewer  constiiiction,  and  that  if  it  be  not  moved  and  taken 
away  by  the  contractor,  it  will  have  to  be  »cut  down  and  de- 
stroyed, as  the  owners  of  the  ground  will  not  take  the  risk 
of  removing  it.  Upon  these  facts  you  inquire,  whether  yon 
Avould  be  justified  in  instructing  the  contractor  to  remove 
the  stock  in  question  tO'  another  place,  in  order  that  it  may 
be  used  by  the  Bureau  of  City  Property  in  the  spring. 

It  appeal's  from  the  foregoing  that  the  stock,  if  not  taken 
by  the  City,  mil  be  wholly  destroyed,  and  in  either  case  the 
Oity  will  be  held  responsible  for  its  entire  value.  Under 
these  circumstances,  I  see  no  reason  why,  if  the  stock  can 
be  removed  to  some  other  place  and  made  available  for  use 
by  the  City  in  the  future,  this  course  should  not  be  pur- 
sued. It  would  seem  that  the  damages  for  which  the  City 
is  liable  would  be  the  same  in  either  case,  and  the  only  re- 
sult of  utilizing  the  stock  in  the  manner  you  suggest  would 
be  to  preseiwe  its  value  in  some  measure,  and  thus  give  to 
the  City  a  partial  advantage  to  set  off  against  the  damages 
which  it  Avill  be  called  upon  to  pay. 

I  would  therefore  advise  you  that  it  would  not  be  im- 
])ro])er  to  remove  the  nurseiy  stock  and  use  it  as  proposed.

Deau  Sir:— -To  your  communication  referiing  to  this 
Department  for  an   opinion   "whether  Councils  have  the 
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legal  right  to  regulate  the  size  of  newspapers,"  as  provided 
for  in  a  proposed  ordinance  amending  the  ordinance  of 
March  31,  1900,  which  prohibited  the  depositing  of  waste- 
paper  upon  the  streets,  vestibules  and  porches,  I  reply  that 
the  ordinance  concerning  which  you  inquire,  both  in  its 
title  and  in  the  enacting  clause,  seems  desig-ned  to  define 
the  sense  in  which  the  word  "newspaper"  is  used  in  the 
ordinance  of  March  31,  1900,  rather  than  in  the  strict  sense 
to  amend  the  last  named  ordinance.  In  this  connection  I 
would  say  that  it  is  proper  and  allowable  for  Councils  at 
any  time  to  define^  the  meaning  which  they  attach  to  words^ 
as  used  by  themselves.  Whether  the  exception'  from  the 
prohibition  of  the  ordinance  of  March  31,  1900,  in  favor 
of  newspapers  of  the  size  limited  and  defined,  is  a  reason- 
able one,  however,  or  whether  it  amounts  to  an  um-eason- 
able  discrimination  between  different  newspapers,  is  one 
which  mil  necessarily  be  decided  by  the  judicial  tribunals. 
What  the  legal  conclusion  upon  this  question  may  be,  it 
is  impossible  to  foresee. 

I  would  call  your  attention,  further,  to  the  fact  that  it 
is  proposed  to  insert  this  amendment  after  the  words  "waste 
paper,"  in  the  seventh  line  from  the  bottom  of  Section  1 
of  the  ordinance  of  J\larch  31,  1900.  ^Vt  this  point,  in  the 
ordinance  proposed  to  be  amended,  the  word  "newspaper" 
has  not  as  yet  occurred.  Consequently,  to  say  "for  the 
purpose  of  defining  the  word  'newspaper'  as  used  in  the 
foregoing  sentence"  conveys  no  meaning. 

If  the  proposedv  amendment  is  to  be  passed,  it  should  be 
placed  at  the  end  of  the  ordinance  of  March  31,  1900,  as 
now  existing,  not  in  the  place  at  present  selected.

Bear  Sir: — Your  favor,  enclosing  lease  of  Noble  street 
wharf,  Delaware  river,  received. 

The  lease  is  made  for  seven  years  from  the  first  day  of 
March,  1896,  and  it  would  end  on  the  last  day  of  February, 
1903.  Possession  can  be  obtained  at  that  time  either  by 
proceeding  under  an  amicable  action  of  ejectment,  which 
is  made  a  part  of  the  lease,  or  by  giving  three-months'  notice 
to  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  Company,  tenant, 
to  quit,  and  then  commencing  proceedings  before  a  Magis- 
trate for  possession. 

Under  the  Tth  clause  of  the  lease,  it  may  be  terminated 
as  soon  as  Delaware  avenue  at  that  point  is  widened,  if  the 
said  widening  necessitates  a  cutting  up  of  the  wharf.  If 
the  City  desires  to  use  the  wharf  in  connection  with  the 
water  works,  or  the  supply  of  water,  it  would  have  the 
right  to  take  or  use  the  property  at  any  time,  thus  annulling 
the  lease  under  its  power  of  eminent  domain.  In  that  event, 
the  City  would  be  liable  in  damages  to  the  lessee.  If  Dela- 
ware avenue  be  not  widened  in  accordance  with  the  7th 
clause  of  the  lease,  or  if  the  City  does  not,  in  the  exercise 
of  the  powers  of  eminent  domain,  take  the  property,  then 
possession  cannot  be  obtained  until  March  1,  1903,  if  the 
tenant  performs  all  the  conditions  and  covenants  of  the 
lease. 

I  return  herewith  the  lease  of  the  said  wharf.

DfEAR  Sir: — Replying  to  your  letter  of  the  12th  ult., 
with  relation  to  the  extension  of  property  lines  into  vacated 
streets,  I  advise  you  that  the  owners  of  property  abutting 
on  vacated  streets  reclaim  title  to  the  middle  thereof  upon 
such  vacation,  in  the  proportion  contributed  by  such 
owners,  or  by  those  under  whom  they  shall  have  derived 
their  title.  (Act  of  February  27,  1849,  P.  L.,  90.)  Their 
lines  should  be  projected  to  the  centre  of  the  vacated  street. 
(Kreiter  vs.  Bigler,  101  Pa.  St.  Rep.,  95.) 

In  all  conveyances  of  ground  bounded  by  a  street  the 
feet  to  the  soil  of  such  street  to  the  middle  thereof  follows 
the  grant  as  an  appurtenant  thereto,  without  mention  or 
description,  and  upon  the  vacation  of  such  street  the  title 
of  the  grantee  in  such  conveyance  is  by  such  vacation 
extended  to  the  middle  line  of  the  vacated  street  upon  the 
lines  and  in  the  proportion  to  which  he  held  title  to  the 
property  abutting  thereon.
